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A  quorum,  consisting  of  a  mijority  of  the  whole  number  of  members, 
being  present,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecomb,  Bartlett  Yaiicy, 
Enquire,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Caswt^ll,  was  unanimously  chos- 
en Speaker,  and  was  conducted  to  the  chair;  after  which  he  made  his  ac- 
knowledgments to  the  Senate  in  an  appropriate  address. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  of  Haywood,  James  VV.  Clark  was  appointed 
Clerk  of  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sherard,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  election  of  the 
Assistant  Clerk;  whereupon  the  following  persons  were  nominated  for 
that  appointment,  to  wit:  Robert  H.  Helme,  William  M.  Siieed,  Samuel 
F.  Patterson,  Archibald  R.  Rufiin,  Henry  M.  Miller,  John  C.  Stedman 
and  Robert  W.  Goodman.  Mr.  Speight  of  Gieeoe  and  Mr.  Wilson  of 
Edgecombe  were  appointed  superintendents  of  tlie  balloting. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Vanhook,  Thomas  B.  Wheeler  was  appointed  Prin-; 
cipal  Doorkeeper  to  the  Senate.  On  motion  of  Mr,  Gray,  Robert  Ray^ 
was  appointed  Assistant  Doorkeeper.  ' 

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecomb,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  superin^ 
tend  the  balloting  for  Assistant  Clerk,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomina- 
tion had  a  majority  of  votes:  v^hereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of 
Edgecomb,  another  balloting  was  ordered .  and  to  be  conducted  by  the  same 
superintendents.  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecomb,  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  conduct  the  balloting  for  Clerk  Assistant,  reported  that  no 
person  in  nomination  had  a  m;ijority  of  votes.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,. 
of  Edgecomb,  a  further  balloting  was  ordered  for  the  Clerk  Assistant; 
and  the  superintendents  heretofore  appointed  for  that  purpose,  were  or^ 
dered  to  conduct  it;  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  the  name 
of  Robert  H.  Helme  was  witlidrawn  from  the  nomination. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Love,  of  Haywood,  ordered  that  the  rules  of  the  Se- 
nate of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  be  the  rules  of  order  and  deco- 
rum for  the  government  of  the  Senate  during  the  present  session;  and  that 
they  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member. 

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecomb,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  superin- 
tend ihe  balloting  for  Clerk  Assistant,  reported  that  Samuel  F  Patterson, 
having  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  votes,  is  duly  elected;  in  whichi 
rep'o-tthe  Senate  concurred. 

0"j  motion  of  Mr.  Sherard,  ordered  that  a  message  be  sent  to  the  House 
of  Commons,  informmg  that  House  that  the  Senate  is  duly  organized,  and 
ready  to  proceed  on  public  business,  having  appointed  Bartlett  Yancy, 
Esquire,  Speaker;  James  W.  Clark,  Clerk;  and  Samuel  F.  Patterson, 
Clerk  Assistant;  and  Thomas  B.  Wheeler  and  Robert  Ray,  Doorkeepers. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Hawkins,  ordered  that  a  message  be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  proposing  the  appointment  ot  a  joint  select  commit- 
tee, to  wait  on  tlie  Governor,  and  inform  him  that  the  Legislature  has- 
convened  agreeably  to  law,  and  is  now  ready  to  receive  any  communica- 
tion he  may  think  proper  to  make. 

Thereupon  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow  morning,  ten  o'clock.

thai  they  are  prt  pared  to  enter  upon  public  business- 
Received  also  a  message  from  that  House,  agreeing  to  the  propositioa 
'of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  a  joint  select  committee  to  wait  on  the  Govern- 
or, and  to  inform  him  of  the  organization  of  the  Legislature,  and  of  their 
readiness  to  receive  any  tonm.unication  he  may  be  pleased  to  make  to 
them;  and  appointing  of  the  committee,  on  the  part  of  that  House,  Mr. 
^ewland  and  Mr,  Gary.  Mr.  Hawkins  and  Mr.  Sliober  were  appointed 
of  the  comniiitee  on  ihe  part  of  the  Senate. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  pioposing  the 
appointment  of  a  joint  select  committee  to  prepare  and  report  joint  rules 
for  the  regulation  of  the  intercourse  between  the  two  Houses;  which  pro- 
position was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Owen,  Mr.  Spaight  of  Craven,  and  Mr.

Mr.  Speight  of  Greene,  announced  the  death  of  John  Haywood,  Public 
Treasurer  of  this  State.  Whereupon,  on  motion  uf  Mr.  Speight,  of 
Greene, 

Besolved,  That  this  House  deeplj'  deplore  the  loss  the  public  has  sustained  in  the 
death  of  John  Haywood,  Esquire,  the  long  tried  and  faithful  Treasurer  of  the  State. 

Resolved,  As  a  token  of  the  deep  respect  w  e  feel,  and  tiie  great  afTection  and  ven- 
eration we  have  for  the  character  and  virtues  of  the  deceased,  that  tlie  members  of 
this  House,  with  the  Speaker  at  their  head,  attend  his  funeral  in  procession  at  the 
hour  of  three  o'clock  this  afternoon;  and  that  we  wear  crape  on  the  left  arm  during' 
the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  abstain  from  any  further  business  during  this  day;  and 
that  a  commitiee  of  five  members  be  appointed  to  join  a  like  committee  on  the  part 
of  the  Commons,  to  confer  »  ith  the  famdy,  and  make  suitable  arrangements  for  the 
proceission  to  the  tomb  of  the  deceased. 

Mr.  S|)eight  of  Greene,  Mr.  Jones,  Mr.  Wilson  of  Edgecomb,  Mr. 
Love  and  Mr.  Riddick,  were  appointed  of  the  committee  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate. 

And  the  Senate  adjourned  until  this  afternoon,  2  o'clock.

Mr.  Dral^e,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
two  Engrossing  Clerks,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomination  had  a  ma- 
jority of  votes.  Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr  Drake,  a  messige  was 
sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  to  ballot  again  immediately  for 
the  tvpo  Engrossing  Clerks. 

James  Burney,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Columbus,  appeared, 
produced  his  credentials,  was  qualified,  and  took  his  seat. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  agreeing  to  the  pro- 
position of  the  Senate  to  ballot  again  immediately  for  two  Engrossing 
Clerks,  and  appointing  Messrs.  VVhitaker  and  Stedman  of  Gates  to  con- 
duct the  balloting  on  the  part  of  that  House;  and  stating  that  the  name 
of  Robert  H.  Helme  is  withdrawn  from  the  nomination.

Masolved,  That  the  Jufliciary  committee  be  instructed  to  inquire  if  any,  and  ivhat  altera- 
tions are  necessary  to  be  made  in  the  hnvs  respecting;  the  wardens  of  the  poor,  in  the  re- 
spective counties  of  the  State;  and  that  they  have  leave  to  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

The  bi  1  toauti.onse  the  Countv  Ciairt  of  Hyde  to  order  all  deeds,  bills 
of  sale,  division  of  lands,  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  that  have  been 
lo^t  bj  fire,  or  otherwise  destroyed  in  the  Register's  office,  to  be  re;i>;is- 
tered  anevv,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered 
to  he  engrossed, 

Mr.  Burney,  from  the  committee  to  conduct  the  balloting  for  a  Comp- 
troller, reported  that  no  person  is  elected. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  proposing  to  ballot 
again  for  a  Comptroller;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and  a  message 
sent.stating  theagteement,  and  appointing  Messrs.  Hinton  and  Ramsay 
of  the  balloting  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

A  message  was  then  rec  eived  from  the  House  of  Commons,  naming 
TV1^>«srs.  Marshall  and  Seaweil  the  superintendents  on  the  part  of  that 
House. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  stating  that  they  have

Toe  bill  to  increase  the  penalty  of  the  official  bonds  of  the  Clerks  of  the 
several  Courts  of  Record  in  this  state,  and  to  provide  for  the  deposite  and 
safe  keeping  said  bonds,  being  read  the  second  time,  Mr.  Speight,  of 
Greene,  moved  to  amend  the  billj  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  the  second 
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seclion  of  the  bill,  an  additional  section,  as  follows:  "  And  belt  further

and  of  Jesse  H.  Simmons,  as  Colonel  Commandant  of  the  second  regiment 
of  the  militia  of  Halilax  county. 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  10  o'clock,  to-morrow.

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  balloting  for 
a  Comptroller,  reported  that  James  Grant  is  duly  elected;  iu  which  report 
the  Senate  concurred. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message  of  the  date  of  yester- 
day, proposins;  to  ballot  for  a  Governor  on  Saturday  next,  and  nominating 
for  the  appointment  James  Iredell  and  Richard  D.  Spaight;  which  pro- 
position was  not  agreed  to:  Thereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of 
Edgecomb,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons  to  ballot  for  a 
Governor  on  Tuesday  next. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  repeal  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly, 
passed  in  the  year  1816,  chap  21;  also,  a  bill  to  establish  a  poor  house  in 
the  county  of  Pasquotank;  iu  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Sen- 
ate; which  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Hawkins  presented  the  certificate  of  allowance  made  by  the  County

The  bill  to  alter  the  times  of  bidding  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter 
Sessions  of  Duplin  county,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Whitfield,  the  Senate  considered  the  bill  to  autho- 
rise  the  building  a  bridge  across  Neuse  river,  at  the  place  therein  men- 
tioned, and  for  other  purposes;  and  the  bill  being  read,  Mr.  Spaight,  of 
Craven,  moved  to  amend  the  bill,  by  striking  out  the  last  section;  which 
wasiagreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  said  bill 
the  second  time;  and  the  question  being  stated,  it  passed  in  the  aflirm- 
ative. 

The  bill  to  increase  the  penalty  of  the  official  bonds  of  the  Clerks  of  the 
several  Courts  of  Record  in  this  state,  and  to  provide  for  the  deposite  and 
safe  keeping  said  bonds,  being  read  the  third  time,  Mr.  Pickett  moved  to 
amend  the  bill,  by  striking  out  the  third  section,  and  inserting  in  lieu 
thereof  as  fitllows,  to  wit:  "  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  Justices 
of  the  Count}-  Courts  shall  cau«e  all  bonds  taken  by  them,  to  be  acknow-

stroyed bond,  may  plead  non  est  (actum  upon  oath;  in  which  case,  theex- 
ecuiion  of  said  bond  shall  be  establishrd,  under  the  rules  now  provided 
by  law." 

And  the  question  being  taken  thereon,  it  was  determined  in  the  nega- 
tive. The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  said  bill  the  third 
time;  and  being  stated,  it  passed  in  the  aflirmutive,  and  was  ordered  to  be 
engrossed.

The  engrossed  bill  to  authorize  the  building  a  bridge  across  Ntu^e  river, 
at  the  place  therein  mentioned,  and  for  other  purposes,  being  read  a  third 
time,  Mr.  Joiner  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  following 
words,  to  wit:  •  fifteen,'  'forty,'  'eighty,'  'one  dollir,'  'ten,'  'two,' 
where  theyoccurin  tl^e  30th,  32d,  S3d,  35th,  SSth  and  39ih  lines  of  the  first 
section  of  the  bill,  and  to  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following  words,  to  wit:

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecomb,  presented  a  bill  to  establish  Columbia  Aca- 
demy, on  the  lands  of  Joseph  John  Pippin,  in  the  county  of  Edgecomb,  and 
to  incorporate  the  Trustees  thereof;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and 
passed. 

The  bill  to  appoint  Commissioners  for  the  town  of  Ashville,  Buncombe 
county,  being  read  the  second  time,  Mr.  M'Dowell  moved  to  amend  the 
bill  by  inserting  in  the  5th  line  of  the  bill  after  the  word  "  Brittain,"  the 
following  words,  to  wit:  "  Samuel  Davidson;"  which  amendment  was 
agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  as 
amended,  the  second  time,  and  it  passed  in  the  affiriliative;  and  the  bill 
was  subsequently  read  the  third  lime  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  proposing  to  ballot  im- 
mediatelj'  for  a  Brigadier  General  of  the  15th  Brigade,  as  heretofore 
agreed  on;  and  stating  that  Messrs.  Clayton  and  Glasgow  attend  the  Sen- 
ate to  conduct  the  ballot  on  the  part  of  that  House.

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Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  proposing  that  Thurs- 
ilay  iit'Xt  be  set  apart  for  balloting  for  all  officers  to  fill  the  vacancies  ex- 
isting; in  tiie  Militia  of  this  State,  except  such  ballotings  as  the  two 
Houses  have  already  agreed  shall  take  place  on  a  day  certain;  which  was 
agreed  to,  and  the  House  of  Commons  informed  thereof  by  message.

Ordered  that  the  said  petition,  with 
the  accompanying  documents,  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Internal 
Improvement. 

Mr.  Harrell,  of  Gates,  presented  the  petition  of  certain  citizens  of  the 
county  of  Gates  and  others,  praying  the  Legislature  not  to  renew  or  ex- 
tend the  charter  of  the  White  Oak  Spring  Canal  Company.  Ordered 
that  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvement. 

Mr.  Sherard  presented  the  resignation  of  Jesse  Barden,  as  a  Justice  of 
the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Wayne;  which  was  read  and  accepted.

to  prevent  the  further  introduction  of  slaves  into  tins  State.  Ordered  ihat 
the  said  petition  and  memorial  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  Proposi-

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  certificate  of  allovv-ancc

Resolved,  Tliat  the  said  Comptroller  take  an  iuventor3'  of  the  property  of  the  State,  be- 
longing to  the  Capitol,  at  the  expiration  of  each  session  of  the  Legislature;  and  that  lie  file 
ihe  same  in  his  ofece,  there  to  be  kept,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  members  of  tlie  Le- 
gislature. 

Which  were  read  and  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 
The  bill  concerning  the  election  of  County  Surveyors,  was  read  the  se- 
cond time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  the  i^'oUowin^:  resolutions,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  "ThoX.  a  joint  select  committee,  to  consist  of  three  members  on  the  part  of  each. 

House,  be  raised  and  instructed  to  inquu-e  into  the  expediency  of  ascertaining  what  quantity 

of  surplus  produce  is  made  in  each  and  every  coiuity  of  this  State;  in  what  it  consists;  to 

vi'hat  market  or  marketi  it  is  carried;  and  what  the  expense  of  getting  it  to  market. 

Resolved,  That  shall  the  committee,  on  investigation  and  deliberation,  believe  the  infer-

The  engrossed  bill  to  alter  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  passed  in  the  year 
1804,  fixing  the  time  for  paying  purchase  money  into  the  Treasury  on  en- 
tries of  land,"  being  read  thesecond  time,  Mr.  Jones  moved  to  amend  the 
said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  of  the  bill  which  occur  between  the 
word  "  five,"  in  the  8th  line  of  the  first  sction,  and  the  word  "any,"  in 
the  11th  line  of  the  said  section,  and  to  insert  the  following,  to  wit:  "  And 
such  entries,  upon  payment  thereof  within  the  said  lime,  shall  be  as  good 
and  valid,  as  if  the  said  payment  had  been  made  before  the  15th  of  De- 
cember, 1827;"  which  amendment  was  agreed  to.  The  question  then  re- 
curred on  the  passage  of  the  bill  the  second  time  as  amended,  and  it  was 
determined  in  the  affirmative;  and  the  bill  was  subsequently  read  the  third 
time  and  passed,  and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking 
their  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Alexander  presented  the  following  resolution,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  Public  Treasurer  pay  .John  W.  Hamilton,  or  his  representative, 
the  sum  of  eleven  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  the  amount  of  insolvent  taxables  arid  re- 
movals, not  allowed  in  his  settlement  with  the  Public  Treasurer,  as  Sheriff  of  Ca- 
barrus county,  for  the  precedinEr  year. 

Which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Alex- 
ander, referred  to  the  committee  of  Claims. 

Mr.  Holleman  presented  the  petition  of  Ransom  Capel,  of  the  county  of 
Northampton,  praying  remuneration  for  a  certain  runaway  slave,  who  was 
killed.  Ordered  that  the  said  petition  be  i*eferred  to  the  committee  on 
Claims. 

Mr.  Hawkins  presented  the  petition  of  John  B.  Thrower,  of  Warren 
county,  praying  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  law,  authorising  him,  as  admin- 
istrator of  Sterling  P.  Thrower,  to  sell  a  certain  piece  of  land,  for  the  ben- 
t^fit  of  the  heir  of  the  said  Sterling  P.  Thrower.  Ordered  that  the  said 
petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

The  following  resignations  were  presented,  to  wit:  by  Mr.  Thomson, 
the  resignations  of  Allen  Adams  and  David  Daniel,  justices  of  the  peace 
for  the  county  of  Johnson;  and  by  Mr.  Scott,  the  resignation  of  Alexander 
\V.  Brandon,  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  county  of  Anson;  which  were 
severally  read  and  accepted,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  10  o'clock. 

Tuesday,  Decembtr  11,  1827. 
A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  the  following  engrossed  bill,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  alter  the  place  of

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  made* 
a  report  on  the  petition  of  Mary  E.  Rowland,  of  Robeson  county;  which 
being  read,  Mr.  Shober  reported  a  bill  to  secure  to  Mary  E.  Rowland,  ot 
Robeson  county,  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  which  was 
read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  same  committee,  made  a  report  on  the  petition  of 
Abner  Alexander,  of  Mecklenburg  county;  which  was  read,  and  tlie  reso- 
lution therein  contained  was  concurred  in,  as  follows,  to  wiu  ResolveiU 
That  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  be  not  allowed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  a  message,  stating  their  agree- 
ment to  the  amenc'mentmade  by  the  Senate  to  the  engrossed  bill  to  alter 
an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  to  amend  the  4th  section  of  an  act,  passed 
in  the  year  1804,  fixing  the  time  for  paying  purchase  money  into  the  Trea- 
sury, on  entries  of  land."  Thereupon,  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be 
enrolled. 

Mr.  Jones,  from  the  committee  on  the  Militia  and  Militia  Laws,  made  a 
report  on  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Burke  county;  whiuh  uas  read; 
when  Mr.  Jones  reported  a  bill,  to  add  all  that  part  of  the  second  regiment 
of  Militia  of  Burke  county,  lying  south  of  ihe  Catawba  river  in  said  county, 
to  the  first  regiment;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed, 

Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  of  the  committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony, 
made  a  report  on  the  petition  of  William  D.  Taylor,  of  the  county  ot 
Martin;  which  was  read,  when  Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  reported  a  bill 
to  divorce  William  D.  Taylor,  of  the  county  of  Martin,  from  his  wifi' 
Nancy;^  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  authorise  Zachariah  Elliott,  one  of  the  securities  of  Henry  S. 
Taylor,  late  Sherift'of  Greene  county,  to  collect  arrears  of  taxes,  being  read 
the  third  time,  Mr.  Joiner  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill,  by  adding  there- 
to a  proviso,  as  follows,  to  wit:  "  Provided,  that  the  collection  shall  not  ex- 
tend to  administrators  and  executors,  or  to  persons  who  have  removed  out 
of  the  county,  or  to  those  who  will  make  oath  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  that  they  have  paid  the  same;''  which  amendment  was  agreed  to. 
The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  as  amended,  the 
third  time;  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative,  and  was  ordered  to  be  eni- 
grossed .

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  rejected  the  engrossed  bill  to  divorce  John  Salyear,  of  Currituck 
county,  from  his  wife  Elizabeth;  and  that  they  have  indefinitely  postpon- 
ed the  engrosseil  bill,  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  1823,  entitled  "  an  act 
to  regulate  the  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions  of  Richmond  county." 

The  bill  concerning  the  election  of  county  surveyors  being  read  the 
third  time,  Mr.  Hinton  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill,  by  striking  oid 
the  words  "  a  majority  of,"  in  the  10th  line  of  the  bill,  and  inserting  in 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "  seven."  Whereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Love, 
of  Haywood,  the  said  bil!  was  ordered  to  lie  on  tlie  table. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they  have 
passed  the  following  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  secure  to  Jar^ 
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Wilson,  pf  ruincombe  county,  wife  of  James  Wilson,  such  property  a§ 
she  may  hereafter  acquire;  and  a  bill  to  establisii  a  turnpike  road  in  the 
county  of  Buncombe;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 
Whereupon  the  said  bills  were  read  the  first  time  and  parsed. 

Mr.  Sherard  presented  the  petition  of  Jesse  Burden,  of  Wayne  coun- 
ty, praying  to  be  divorced  from  his  wife  Anna;  also  the  petition  of  Ann 
Maria  Borden,  of  tlie  same  coi:!nty,  praying  the  Legislature  not  to  in- 
terfere with  the  ties  of  matrimony,  existing  between  her  and  her  husband, 
Jesse  Borden.  Ordered  that  the  suid  petitions  be  referred  to  ihe  com 
mittee  on  Divorce  and   Alimony. 

Mr,  M'Duwell  presented  the  memorial  of  David  Rogers,  of  Buncombe 
county,  praying  a  reimbursement  for  money  expended,  and  damages 
sustained,  in  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  within  the  bounds  of  liie  ter- 
ritory, lately  acquired  from  the  Cherokees.  Ordered  that  the  said  me- 
morial be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Cherokee  Lands. 

Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  presented  a  communication  from  S.  J  Baker, 
to  Hutchins  G.  Burton,  late  Governor  of  the  State,  on  the  subject  of  the 
Tuscarora  lands.  Ordered  that  the  said  communication  be  referred  to 
the  committee  on  the  Tuscarora  i^ands. 

Mr.  Davidson  presented  the  petition  of  Eliza  Simons,  alias  Dowling,  of 
Mecklenburg  county,  praying  the  Legislature  to  grant  her  a  divorce  from 
the  bonds  of  matrimony  existing  between  her  and  her  husband  Zacheus 
Dowling.

Owen  in  the  Chair,  on  the  bill  fir  thejdivision  of  Haywood  county;  and, 
after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr.

The  yeas  anc!  nays  being  demanded 
by  Mr.  Drake —

Those  who  voted  in  tin?  negative,  are  Messrs.  Alexander,  Burgin,  Bethune,  Brodnax, 
Deberry,  Dobson,  Davidson,  Franklin,  Gray,  Hollamon,  Jones,  Locke,  Love  of  Hay- 
wood, Love  of  Richmond,  M'Millan,  M'Dowell,  M'Neill,  Montgomery,  M'Eachin, 
Owen,  Pickett,  Parker,  Ramsay,   Reinhardt,  Smith,  Scott,    Shuford,  Shober,  Vanhook. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  select  jomt  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
the  accounts  of  the  Treasury  department,  and  to  amend  and  consolidate 
the  laws  respecting  the  same,  made  a  detailed  report;  which  was  read, 
when  Mr.  Pickett  reported  a  bill  concerning  the  Public  Treasurer; 
which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Speight,  of 
Greene,  ordered  that  the  said  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the 
wiiole  House,  and  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Thursday  next,  and 
that  it  be  printed,  one  copy  for  each  member  of  the  Legislature.  Where- 
t^pon  a  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Pickett,  that  a  message  be  sent  to  the 
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House  of  Commons,  proposing  to  print  the  report  of  llie  committee,  three 
eopies  for  each  member  of  the  Legislature.  Mr.  Nuttall  moved  to  amend 
the  motion,  by  striking  out  "  three''  and  inserting  "  five;"  ^vhich  was 
agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  motion  of  Mi'.  Pickett  as 
aoiended,  and  it  passed  in  tlic  aflirmative,  and  a  message  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons  in  conformity  therevi^ith.

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  10  o'clock,  to-morrow, 

Wednesday,  December  12,  1827.

Mr.  Whitfield  presented  a  bill  to  authorise  Frederick  Jones,  of  Lenoir 
county,  to  erect  a  bridge  across  Neuse  river:  which  was  read  the  first 
time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Messrs, 
Brevard  and  Morehead  now  attend  the  Senate  to  conduct,  on  the  part  of 
that  House,  the  ballot  for  Public  Treasurer,  heretofore  agreed  on  to  take 
place  this  day.

Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  from  the  connnittee  to  conduct  the  ballot 
lor  a  Public  Treasurer,  reporte«l  that  no  person  in  nomination  had  a  ma- 
jority of  votes. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing  a  fur- 
ther ballot  for  Public  Treasurer;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and 
a  message  sent  to  that  House,  informing  them  thereof,  and  naming  Messrs. 
"NViiliauiS  of  Martin  and  Burney  of  the  balloting  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate.  Whereupon  a  message  was  received  fiom  the  House 
of  Commons,  stating  tliat  Messrs.  Webb  and  Glasgow  arc  appointed  on 
their  part  to  conduct  the  ballot  for  Public  Treasurer. 

The  bill  to  add  all  that  |iait  of  the  second  regiment  of  militia  of  Burke 
county,  lying  South  of  the  Catawba  river  in  said  county,  to  the  lirst  re- 
giment, was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  pat-sed,  and  ordered  to 
be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Parker  presented  the  petition  of  Pricilla  Brasher,  the  wife  of  Na- 
than Brasher,  of  Guilford  county,  praying  the  pas^iage  of  a  law  to  secure 
10  her  such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire.  Ordered  that  tlic 
said  petition  be  leferred  to  the  committee  on  Divorce  and  Alimonj'.

The  bill  to  secure  to  Mary  E.  Rowland,  of  Robeson  county,  such  pro- 
perty as  she  may  hereafter  acquire,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times 
and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

Mr.  Owen,  from  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvement,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Green  B.  Palmer,  of  Rutherford  county, 
made  a  report;  which  was  read.  Ordered  that  the  committee  on  Inter- 
nal Improvement  be  discharged  from  the  fur;h.er  consideration  of  the 
petition  of  Green  B.  Palmer. 

The  bill  to  divorce  William  D.  Taylor,  of  the  county  of  Martin,  from 
"his  wife  Nancy,  was  read  the  second  and  third  Tunes  and  passed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  engross*'!. 
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Mr.  Speight,  of  Greene,  presented  ihc  following  resoiut'ion,  to  wit: 

AVhereas,  (icorg;e  AV.  Haywood,  Executor  of  John  tlaywood,  deceased,  has  conveyed 
to  the  State  ot"  Norlh-Carolina  all  the  negroes  belongins^  to  his  testator,  ai)d  so  much  of 
the  real  estate  as  he  was  authorised  to  convey  by  the  will;  and  Elizabeth  E.  A.  Haywood, 
John  S.  Haywood,  George  W.  1-Iaywood,  Fabius.l.  Haywood  and  Thomas  B.  Haywood, 
have  also  conveyed  to  the  State  of  North-L'ai-olina  all  the  real  estate  of  said  Jolm  Hay- 
Nvood,  deceased,  which  was  devised  to  tliem  respectively  by  the  last  will  and  testament  of 
said  John  Haywood,  for  the  purpose  of  securing:  to  the  State  of  North-Carolina  whatso- 
ever sum  should  appear  due  to  said  State  for  monies  received  by  said  John  Haywood, 
deceased,  as  Public  Treasurer,  and  not  accoimted  for,  under  the  conditions  mentioned  in 
said  deeds,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  General  Assembly: 

Resolved,  therefore.  That  the  said  conveyances  be  accepted  by  the  General  Assembly, 
tipon  the  limitations  and  conditions  thei-ein  expressed. 

Which  resolution  being  read,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Pickett,  ordered  that 
the  resolution,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee appointed  to  investigate  tlie  Treasury  department,  and  to  amend 
and  consolidate  the  laws  relating  to  the  same.

Christmas,  made  a  de- 
tailed report,  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  accompanying  the  report 
as  follows,  to  wit: 

Ilesolved  bij  both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  That  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  of  Warren  'n 
hcrebv  authorised  and  directed  to  discharge  Thomas  H.  Christmas  from  imprisonment,  pro- 
vided he  shall  bind  himself,  with  sufficient  security  in  a  bond  payable  to  the  Governor,  him* 
self  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  his  security  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars, 
on  condition  to  be  void,  if  the  said  Christmas  make  his  personal  appearance  at  the  next 
Superior  Court  to  he  held  for  the  county  of  Warren,  and  thence  not  depart  the  Court  with- 
out leave;  and  in  the  mean  time  keep  the  peace,  and  behave  himself  generally, 

Being  r«»ad,  and  the  question  on  agreeing  thereto  being  taken,  it  was 
determined  in  the  negative. 

Mr.   Mowze   presented    the  resignation  of  William  D.  Freeman,    as 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  29lh  regiment  and  17ih  Brigade  of  the  militia 
of  this  State. 
''  And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  ten  o'clock.

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the  Senate 
have  passed  the  following  engrossed  bills,  to  wit,*  jKh\\\  for  the  relief  of 
persons  who  have  made  entries  of  land  with  Entf}'^- Takers,  or  who  have 
had  land  surveyed  by  surveyors,  who  have  not  renewed  their  bonds  a- 
greeably  to  law;  a  bill  to  add  all  that  part  of  the  second  regiment  of  mili- 
lia  of  Burke  county,  lying  south  of  the  Catawba  river  in  said  county,  to  tho 
first  regiment;  a  bill  to  secure  to  Mary  E.  Rowland,  of  Robeson  county, 
such  property  as  she  may  hereafter  acquire;  and  a  bill  to  divorce  ^Villian\ 
D.  Taylor,  of  the  county  of  Martin,  from  his  wife  Nancy;  in  which  thev 
ask  the  concurrence  of  tiiat  IIou«e. 

Mr.  Nuttall,  from  the  committee  appointed   to  conduct  the  ballot  to- 
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Public  Treasurer,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomination  had  a  majority  of 
votes. 

Tleceived  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  a  further 
ballot  for  Public  Treasurer;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and  a  mes- 
sage was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commoms,  informing  them  thereof,  and  na- 
ming Messrs.  Ramsay  and  Burney  of  the  balloting  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate.

which  report  was  read,  when  Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  reported  a  bill 
to  divorce  Jesse  Bardin,  of  Wayne  county,  from  his  wife  Ann;  which  was 
read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  ihe  engrossed  bill  to  explain  an  act,  entitled  "  an  act  passed 
in  the  year  1810,  chap.  33,  authorising  Enoch  Sav/yer  to  open  a  road 
across  Pasquotank  river  Svvamp,  opposite  his  plantation,  and  to  erect  a 
bridge  across  Pasquotank  river;"  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.     Whereupon  the  said  bill  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Burney,  from  tlie  committee  to  conduct  the  ballot  for  Pub- 
lic Treasurer,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomination  had  received  a 
majority  of  votes.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Burney,  a  message  was  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  proposing  a  further  ballot  for  Public  Treasurer;  and 
a  message  was  received  from  that  House,  agreeing  to  the  proposition  ot 
the  Senate,  and  appointing  Messrs.  White  anu  Lewis  on  their  part  t»> 
conduct  the  ballot.

Mr.  Deberry  presented  the  following  resolution,  to  wit:

Mr.  Alexander,  from  the  select  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
engrossed  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1826,  appointing  com- 
missioners to  lay  off,  and  cause  to  be  opened  a  public  road  from  Lincoln- 
ton  to  Rutherfordton,  reported  the  said  bill  with  an  aniendment,  to  wit:  " 
strike  out  all  of  the  original  bill  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  insert  io. 
lieu  thereof,  the  amcndn^.ent  submitted;  which  amendment  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  bill  read  the  set- ind  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  a  message 
sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amend- 
ment. 

Mr.  Hinton,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballot  for 
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Public  Treasurer,  reported  that  no  person  in  nomination  had  received  a 
majority  of  votes.

lished,  altered,  turned  and  discontinued  in  the  county  of  Richmond;  and 
the  bill  to  allow  the  right  of  challenge  to  the  State  in  certain  cases,  were 
severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  b& 
engrossed. 

The  following  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  explaiti  an  act,  entitled 
**  an  act  passed  in  the  year  1810,  chap.  33,  autliorising  Enoch  Sawyer  to 
open  a  road  across  Pasquotank  river  swamp,  opposite  his  plantation,  and 
to  erect  a  bridge  across  Pasquotank  river;  and  a  bill  to  secure  to  Jai>e  Wil- 
son, of  Buncombe  county,  wife  of  James  Wilson,  f<uch  property  as  she  may 
hereafter  acquire,  were  severally  read  the  second  and  third  times  and 
passed   and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shoix^r, 

Resolved,  That  a  select  joint  cnmmittee  of  both  Houses  of  the  I-egislature  be  appointed 
to  inquire  into  tlie  expediency  of  establishing  a  penitentiary,  in  connexion  with  an  asyluia. 
for  idiots  and  lunatics. 

Jiesolved,  That  the  said  committee  prepare  and  report  the  most  approved  plan,  with  au 
estimate  of  the  probable  cost,  embracing  a  view  of  the  best  system  oi  government  for  sucU 
ah  institution. 

liesolved.  That  should  the  proper  information  be  not  within  the  reach  of  the  committee, 
they  submit  a  plan,  by  vliich  the  necessary  view  of  the  subject  may  be  obtained,  in  order  ttt 
be  submitted  to  a  future  Legislature. 

The  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Sena«e  consists  of  Messrs.  Shoberg 
Owen,  Franklin,  Wilson  of  Edgec<>mb  and  Da>ids<)n. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pickett,  the  Sefiate  proceeded  to  consider  the  bill  to 
establish  a  turnpike  road  in  the  county  of  Buncombe.  A  mo  ion  was  made 
by  Mr.  Pickett",  to  amend  the  said  bill  by  adding  at  the  eid  of  thf^  fourth 
section  of  the  bill  a  proviso,  to  wit:  "  Provided  that  nothing  contained  ia

from  lier  Iiusbaiul,  James  Sawyci-;  wliieu  \^as  read  the  first  time 
and  passed. 

The  bill  to  provide  for  the  final  settlements  orcxersitors  and  ad- 
ministrators, was  read  the  sec  ond  time.  Mr.  Pickett  moved  to  a-

Received  from  the  liousi'  of  Commons,  a  messai^c,  propositig  to 
baiiot  on  Satiir<lay  mornin.i^  next  [nv  a  Council  of  State;  and  nomi- 
iiatin,^  for  the  apjiointment  Thomas  Kenan,  Geoi',a;e  >V.  JeflVies, 
Gileon  Alston,  William  B.  Lockliart,  \^illi..n^  lUackiedge,  Archi- 
bald M'Bride,  J<»hu  M'OoacH,  Isaac  T.  Avery,  Meshack  Franklin, 
William  L  Diivihson  and  Alexander  Klliott;  vvhi{  h  pj-oposition  was 
agreed  to,  and  the  llause  of  Commons  were  infurnied  thereof  by 
message. 

Ml-.  liiddick  pn  sented  the  memorial  of  snndry  citizens  of  Per- 
qnimons  county,  praying  that  a  law  may  be  j)assed  to  prevent  tiio 
fuitiicr  introduction  of  slave's  into  this  State.  Ord(M-ed  that  the  said 
petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievan- 
ces. 

The  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  House, 
Mr.  Spaight,  of  L raven,  in  the  Chair,  on  the  bill  concerning  the 
Public  Treasui'er;  and,  after  some  time  spent  theiein,  Mr.  Speaker 
resumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  Spaight.  of  Craven,  reported  that  the 
committee  had.  acc«trding  to  order,  had  the  said  bill  under  conside- 
ration, and  had  directed  liim  to  report  that  the  crimmittee  had  mavle 
some  progress  therein,  and  asked  lea\e  to  sit  again.

aiiire  into  the  expfdieucy  of  remitting  that  part  of  a  penalty  going  to  tiie  wardens  of 
_  le  poor  of  Bladen  county,  incurred  by  David  Thnmas,  of  said  county,  for  a  violation 
of  the  law  againsi  trading  with  negioes,  aid  on  wliich  a  judgment  has  been  obtain- 
ed in  favor  of  Willie  Atkinson;  and  tliat  they  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

Mr.  Montgomery  presented  the  petition  of  Amy  Gilmore,  of  0- 
range  county,  playing  to  be  divorced  from  her  husband,  Stephen 
Gihnore.  Ordered  that  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Divorce  and  Alimony,  together  with  the  accompanying 
documents.

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  tlic 
Senate  liave  |)assed  the  engrossed  bill  to  divorce  Keziah  Sawyei-,  of 
tiie  county  of  Craven,  from  her  husband,  James  Sawyer;  also  the 
engrossed  resolution  relative  to  an  interchange  of  laws  with  other 
States;  in  which  tliey  ask  the  concurrence  of  that  House. 

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances, 
to  whom  was  referred  the  resolution  in  favor  of  David  Th{»mas,  of 
Bladen  county,  reported  that  it  is  inexpedient  to  remit  the  penalty 
incurred  by  David  Thomas;  in  which  report  the  Senate  concurred. 

Mr.  Love,  of  Haywood,  presented  a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed 
in  the  year  1824,  entitled  "  An  act  giving  the  assent  of  North  Car- 
olina to,  and  enforcing  in  this  State  certain  acts  of  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  relating  to  the  Smoky  Mountain 
Turnpike  Road;"  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed.  Order- 
ed that  the  said  bill  he  I'cferred  to  the  committee  on  Internal  Im- 
provements. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to 
ballot  on  this  day  for  a  Board  of  Internal  Improvements,  and  nom- 
inating Cadwallader  Jones,  Andrew  Joiner,  James  M'Kay  and 
Marsden  Campbell  f(»r  the  appointment;  which  proposition  was  a- 
grecd  to,  and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  informing 
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them  thereof,  and  stating  that  Messrs.  Owen  and  Franklin  attend 
tlie  Commons  to  condurt  the.  hallot  on  the  part  of  the  Seriate. 
Therenpon  a  message  was  i*eceived  iVoni  the  liou.si'  of  Commons, 
naming  Mcssis.  Mill  and  Blount  as  the  committt-e  of  superintend- 
ence on  tJKii-  part,*  and  stating  that  the  name  of  Marsdcn  Camp- 
bell is  withdrawn  from  the  nomination,  and  the  name  of  Otway 
Burns  added  thereto. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
Messrs.  Gary  and  Rufiin  now  attrml  the  Senate  to  conduct  the 
balloting  for  a  Council  of  State,  and  adding  tlie  name  of  Klijali 
Callaway,  of  Ashe  county,-^  iTic  nomination.  Tijereupon  a  mes- 
sage was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  naming  Messrs.  Nuttall 
and  Montgonicry  to  supcrintoid  tlic  baUot  on  tlie  part  of  the  Se- 
nate. 

Received  from  t!ie  House  of  Commons,  tlie  resolution  appointing  a 
select  joint  committee  tn  iuquire  into  the  expediency  of  cstalilishing 
a  Penitentiai-y,  endoi-sed  iu  that  House,  "  i-ead  and  concurietl  in, 
and  referred  on  the  part  of  this  House  to  Messrs.  Morcbead,  Alex- 
ander, Scott,  Brevai'd  and  Little." 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dobson, 

Resohed,  That  the  Judiciary  committee  be  instructed  to  inquire  into  the  expedi- 
ency of  passing  a  law,  making  all  ilebts  due  by  bund  or  note,  recoverable  vvhentlio 
persons  owing-  the  same  are  about  to  move  beyond  the  limits  of  tlie  State,  or  that 
the  persons  so  intending  to  leave  the  State,  shall,  if  required,  give  new  security. 

Mr.  Piclvctt,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution,  instructing  them  to  inquire  wiiat  amendment  can  be 
made  in  the  laws  concerning  the  wardens  of  the  poor,  so  that  the 
money  expended  on  the  paupers  in  each  disti-ict  sliall  be  at  the  or- 
der of  the  wardens  in  that  district,  made  a  leport,  wliicii  was  read; 
and  the  resolution  tljcrein  contained,  as  follows,  to  wit:  llesolveilf 
that  it  is  inexpedient  to  change  the  existing  laws  in  relation  to  the 
disposition  of  the  monies  raised  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor  of 
the  resj)ective  counties,  was  concurred  in  by  the  Senate. 

Mr.  i'ickett,  from  the  same  connnitteo,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resolution,  instructing  them  to  inqinrc  what  alterations  are  necessa- 
ry in  the  laws  respecting  the  waidens  ufthe  po(»r,  reported  a  bill  to 
ausend  an  act,  passed  in  the  yeai- 1786,  entitled  <•  An  act  to  compel 
cei-tain  ofiicers  therein  mentioned  to  publish  the  ajjjiiication  of  the 
public  monies  and  allow aiices  for  insolvents;"  wiiicii  was  read  the 
first  time  and  passed. 

On  motion  ofMr.  Hinton,  ordered  that  Micajah  T.  Hawkins,  the 
Senator  fi'om  the  county  c)f  Warren,  have  leave  of  absence  from  the 
services  of  the  Senate,  fi-om  and  including  tliis  day  until  Friday 
next. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Montgomery, 

Eesolved.  That  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvements  be  instructed  to  inquire 
whether  any  money  has  been  drawn  from  the  fund  set  apart  for  Internal  Improve- 
ment,  not  authorised  by  law,  during  the  years  1825,  1826  and  1827;  and  if  any,  how 
-nuch,  by  whom  drawn,  and  for  what  purposes. 
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Received  from  the  Hnuse  of  Commons,  a  messas^e,  statin,^  that  the 
concurienceof  that  House  in  the  amendments  piop  )scd  by  the  Senate 
in  the  eiignjssed  bill  to  establish  a  turnpike  road  in  the  county  of 
Buncombe.  Whereupon,  the  said  bill  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

JVIr.  M'Millan  presented  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Ashe 
county,  praying  the  passage  of  a  law,  to  secure  to  Jane  Becknal,  of 
Ashe  county,  such  ni-operty  as  s!ic  may  hereafter  acquire.  Order- 
ed that  tlse'said  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Divorce 
and  Alimony. 

Mr.  M'Millan  jjpesented  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Ashe 
county,  praying  the  Legislature  to  pass  a  law,  restoring  to  the  pri- 
vileges of  a  citizen  John  Rose,  of  Ashe  county.  Ordered  that  the 
said  petition  be  referred  to  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grie- 
vances. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  communication  from 
William  Robards,  Public  Treasurer,  accompanied  by  the  following 
resolution,  to  wit: 

Heaolved,  That  William  Robards,  Treasurer  elect,  enter  on  the  duties  of  his  office 
as  soon  as  he  gives  bond  and  takes  the  oath  of  office  now  required  by  law. 

In  wliich  resolution  the  Senate  concurred,  and  a  message  sentto 
the  House  of  Commons,  informing  them  thereof. 

Mr.  Owen,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  ballot 
for  a  Board  of  Internal  Improvement,  reported  that  Cadwallader 
Jones,  James  J.  M'Kay  and  Andrew  Joiner  were  duly  elected. 

Mr.  Montgomery,  from  the  committee  to  conduct  the  ballot  for  a 
Council  of  State,  reported  that  Gideon  Alston,  William  Blackledge, 
George  W.  Jeffries,  Meshack  Franklin,  William  B,  Lockhart  and 
Isaac  T.  Avery  were  elected,  and  that  no  other  person  had  a 
majority  of  votes;  in  which  report  the  Senate  concuri-ed. 

A  message  was  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  proposing 
that  another  ballot  take  [)lace  immediately  fur  a  Councillor  of  State, 
and  withdrawing  the  name  of  Alfred  Jones;  which  ])roposition  was 
agreed  to,  and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Comm<tns,  informing 
them  thereof,  and  naming  Messrs.  Hollamon  and  Fuller  to  conduct 
the  ballot  on  the  part  of  the  Senate.  Whereupon,  a  message  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House  of  Commons,  appointing  Messrs.  Little  and 
Lilly  superintendents  of  the  ballot  on  their  part. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pickett,  the  Se  late  proceeded  to  consider  the 
report  of  the  committee  ap|)ointed  to  investigate  the  Treasury  De- 
partment. The  question  before  the  Senate,  was  on  the  motion  sub- 
mitted yesterday  l)y  Mr.  Speight,  of  Greejie,  to  wit:  to  amend  the 
resolution,  by  striking  out  tlie  word  *'  inexpedient,"  and  insertingin 
lieu  thereof  the  word  "expedient;"  and  the  question  being  taken,  it 
was  determined  in  the  negative.  The  question  then  recurred  on  a- 
greeing  to  the  resolution,  to  wit:  Resolved^  that  it  is  iiicxpedient  to 
accept  of  the  conveyances  of  the  representatives  and  devisees  of  the 
late  Treasurer,  under  the  restrirtions  and  rnnditions  therein  con- 
tained, and  it  passed  in  tlip  affirmative:  and  the  report  and  accom- 
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panyinj;  dor uments  were  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons  foi*  tlicii* 
eonciii'i'eiice. 

The  Senate  aj^ain  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House,  Mr.  Spaiglit,  of  Craven,  in  the  cliaii-,  on  the  hill  roncerniiii^ 
the  Public  I'reasurer;  and,  after  son)e  timcvspent  therein,  Mr.  Speak- 
er resumed  the  Chair,  and  Mr.  Spiiigltt,  of  Craven,  reposted  that 
the  committee  had  aj^ain  had  the  said  bill  under  consideration,  and 
made  sundry  amendnjents  thereto,  wliicli  were  read  and  com  urred 
in  by  the  Senate.  Whereupon  the  said  bill  was  read  tlie  second 
time,  amended,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Jones,  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  authorise  Frtderi(  k  Jones,  of  Lenoir  county,  to  erect 
a  bridge  across  Neuse  river,  beinp;  read  the  tliiid  time,  Mr.  ^^  hit- 
field  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill,  by  insertiii^  as  the  second  section 
of  the  bill,  t}»e  following,  to  wit:  "  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  one  or 
more  of  the  arches  of  said  bridge  in  the  deepest  part,  or  middle  of 
the  river,  shall  be  at  least  forty  feet  wide,  and  sufficiently  high  for 
the  free  passage  of  boats  and  i-afts  under  said  bridge  at  high  water;" 
which  aujendinent  was  agreed  lo.  The  question  then  recurred  on 
the  passage  of  the  bill,  as  amended,  the  third  time,  and  it  passed  la 
the  affirmative,  and  was  ordered  to  be  engiossed. 

The  bill  to  amend  the  different  acts  of  the  Gejieral  Assembly, 
concerning  dower,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed, 
and  ordered  to  be  et)grossed. 

Mr  Pickett  presented  the  petition  of  certain  citizens  of  Stokes 
county,  against  opening  Muddy  Creek.  Oj'<!ered  that  the  said  j)c- 
tition  be  referred  to  t!ie  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances* 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Shober, 

Jiesolvecl,  That  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvements  be  instructed  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  repairing  and  improving  the  road  leading  from  Fay- 
etteville,  through  the  counties  of  iNSoore,  Randolph,  Guilford  and  Stokes,  to  Wilkes- 
borough,  agrt-eable  to  a  survey  heretofore  made  by  the  Civil  Engineer;  and  that 
they  report  by  bill  or  otherwise. 

The  bill  to  appoint  a  committee  of  Finance  in  the  county  of  Sur- 
ry, was  read  the  thii'd  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

The  bill  to  incorporate  the  North  Car(dina  Gold  Mining  Compa- 
ny, was  I'ead  the  second  time  atid  |)assed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  following  resignations, 
lo  wit:  The  resignation  of  Isaac  Benton,  as  a  Justif  e  of  the  peace 
for  the  county  of  Columbus;  the  resignation  of  R.  Kendall,  as  Col. 
Commandant  of  the  second  regiment  of  Montg()m«M*y  county  militia; 
and  the  resignation  of  Isaar  SVinston,  as  Ccdonel  Commandant  of 
the  29th  regiment,  attached  to  the  17th  brigade  of  North  Carolina 
niilitia. 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  Monday  morning,  10  o'clock.

Mr.  Williams,  ot'Martin,  fimn  tiie  committee  to  conduct  t!ie  ha!- 
lot  for  a  Couiisillor  of  State,  reported  that  no  person  in  iiomination 
hadreccixed  a  mi«jority  of  votes.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Williams,  of 
Martin,  a  messaj^e  was  sent  to  tlie  House  of  Commons,  proposing  a 
further  ballot  for  a  Coiiissellor  of  State. 

The  hill  to  incorporate  t!ie  jNew  Garden  Library  Society,  heing 
read  the  third  time,  Mr.  Parker  moved  to  amend  the  said  hill  by 
inserting  in  the  4th  line  of  the  fust  soction,  after  the  word  "estab- 
lished," the  words  "at  New  Garden;"  which  amendment  was  agreed 
to.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  of  Finance  be  ins'ruced  t(j  take  charge  of  all  the 
money  in  the  Treasury  office,  and  that  they  burn  sy  mush  of  the  Trcasur)  notes  sis. 
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they  may  deem  unfit  for  circulation;  also  such  counterfeit  notes  and  bills  of  the 
enriissions  of  1783  and  1785,  as  are  in  said  office;  that  they  deliver  over  the  balance 
to  the  Public  Treasurer,  and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same;  and  that  they  report, 
the  amount  to  be  burnt  to  the  Legislature 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  10  o'clock. 


Thursday,  December  20,  1827. 

A  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the

ment of  the  said  Coiuf,  at  which  they  shall  be  proven;"  and  the 
question  being  taken  thereon,  it  was  determined  in  the  negative, 
""rhe  question  then  recurred  on  the  amendment  submitted  by  Mr. 
"Ward;  which  was  agreed  to.  Mr.  Nuttall  moved  to  la}  the  bill  on 
the  table;  which  was  not  agreed  to,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was 
read  the  second  time  and  passed.

Ordered  that  the  said  petition  be  referred  to  the 
committee  of  Divorce  and  Alimony. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pickett,  ordei-ed  that  the  Judiciary  committee 
Le  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  resolution,  here- 
tofore presented  and  reffi'iedto  tliem,  relative  to  the  expediency  of 
revising  and  consolirlaling the  laws  relati^e  to  the  mannei'in  whirh 
lands  liable  to  taxes  arc  to  be  sold,  and  that  the  said  resolution  lie 
on  the  table. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red the  resolution  relative  to  making  debts  due  by  bond  or  note  re- 
coverable, when  the  persons  owing  the  same  are  about  to  move  be- 
yond the  limits  of  the  State,  made  a  report,  which  was  read,  and 
the  resolution  tlierein  ctmtained  was  concurred  in,  as  follows,  to  wit: 
Respired,  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  change  the  laws  respecting  the 
recovery  of  debts  by  bond  or  note,  or  to  compel  persons  about  to 
leave  the  State,  before  their  debts  arrive  at  maturity,  to  give  new 
security  when  required. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  subject  bail  to  costs;  and  the 
engrossed  resolution  in  favor  of  James  Patton,  of  Buncombe  county; 
in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  Whereupon  the 
said  bill  and  resolution  weie  read  the  fii'st  time  and  passed. 

The  following  bills  were  presented,  to  wit:  By  Mr.  Love,  of 
Haywood,  a  bill  to  continue  in  force  an  act,  passed  at  the  last  ses- 
sion of  the  General  A'-simblv,  entitled  <•  an  act  to  revive  and  con- 
continue  in  force  an  act,  pass^^d  in  the  year  1824,  «  to  alter  and  a- 
mend  an  act,  for  the  relief  of  such  persons  as  becaine  purchasers  of 
the  Cherokee  lands,  sold  under  tlie  authority  of  this  State;'*  and  by 
Mr.  Saunderson,  a  bill  to  exempt  ccitain  pt-rsons  in  Hyde  county 
from  serving  on  juries;  whic  li  bills  were  read  the  first  time  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Hinton  presented  the  f(dlowing  resolution,  to  wit: 
Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  paj'  to  William  Thompson  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars,  for  crape  purchased  by  order  of  the  Legislature;  and  that    he  be  al 
loived  for  the  same  in  the  setilement  of  his  public  accounts. 

^^  hich  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

The  bill  to  render  valid  certain  acts  of  the  acting  coroner  of 
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Stokes  county,  was  read  the  second  time,  amended  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Shober,  and  passed;  and  was  subsequently  read  the  thiiv.  time  and 
passed,  and  ordered  to  be  engrossed. 

The  bill  for  the  limitation  of  writs  of  error  for  matters  of  fact 
and  bills  of  review,  being  read  the  third  time,  Mr.  Siiober  moved 
to  amend  the  said  bill,  b)  insertivg  in  the  5th  lint-  of  the  first  section, 
after  the  word  ''facts  "  the  \^or:;s  ♦•  or  any  pro(  ceding  in  tlienauire 
of  a  writ  of  errorj"  which  nmen  ment  was  not  agreed  to.  The 
question  then  recn?rr^d  on  the  passage  of  the  bill  the  third  time,  and 
it  passed  in  the  affirmative,  and  was  ordered  to  be  engr<,ssed. 

The  bill  for  the  relief  of  Clerks  of  Courts  and  Cierksand  Mas- 
ters in  Equity,  was  read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to 
be  engrossed. 

The  fiiliuwing  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  making  it  the  duty  of  Sheriffs 
to  notify  persons  of  the  day  on  which  their  lands  w  ill  be  sold  for  taxes, 
and  for  other  purposes;  a  bill  to  divorce  Mary  ^^lixen,  of  the  county 
of  Perquimons,  from  her  husband  Jeremiah  Mixen;  and  a  bill  to 
divorce  Elizabeth  Cuipeper,  of  Montgomery  county,  from  her  hus- 
band Charles  Cuipeper,  were  severally  read  the  second  time,  and 
the  question  on  the  passage  thereof  being  taken,  it  was  determined 
in  the  negative. 

The  bill  to  exempt  certain  persons  in  Hyde  county  from  serving 
on  juries,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  resolution  relative  to 
the  election  of  three  persons  by  joint  ballot  of  the  Legislature,  to 
represent  the  State  at  the  meeting  of  the  stockholdeis  in  the  Cape- 
Fear  Bank,  to  be  lield  on  tiie  first  Monday  of  January.  A.  1).  1828, 
endorsed  in  that  Kouse,  read  and  concurred  in,  and  the  resolution 
was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Mr.  Sherard  presented  the  petition  of  Calvin  H.  Blackman, 
Sheriff  of  AYayne  county,  proving  to  be  exenp'ed  from  a  certain 
penalty,  unavoidably  incurred  by  him.  Ordered  tliat  the  said  peti- 
tion be  referred  to  the  C(mmittee  of  Fnipositions  and  Grievances. 

Mr.  Dobson  presented  a  bill  to  repeal  the  4th  sectioji  ot  an  act* 
passed  in  the  year  1784.  entitled  "  an  act  to  prevent  the  several 
species  of  hunting  therein  mentioned;"  which  v\as  read  the  first  time 
and  passed. 

The  resolution  in  favor  of  \\  illiam  Thompson,  was  read  the  se* 
cond  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ori'ered  tc  be  engi  of-sed. 

The  engrossed  resolution  in  favor  of  Jamrs  Patton,  ot  Buncombe 
county,  being  read  the  second  tine.  ^n•.  Pickett  moved  to  amend 
the  resolution,  by  hiserting  at  the  end  thereof,  tiie  words  «'  and  th;^ 
the  same  be  charged  to  the  account  oi'  John.  Hay\\ood,  deceased, 
late  Public  Treasurer  with  the  State;*'  wide!)  amendment  was  a- 
greed  to.  Mr.  Whitfield  moved  further  to  amemi  the  resolution, 
by  iiiserUng  after  the  word  ««  county,"  in  the  Sd  line  of  the  resohition, 
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the  words  "out  of  the  fund  set  apart  for  internal  improvement;'* 
which  amendment  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Nuttall  called  for  the 
yeas  and  nays  on  the  passage  of  the  resolution;  when,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Shober,  ordered  that  the  resolution  do  lie  on  the  table. 

Received  fiom  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  the  engrossed  hill  to  increase  the  penalty  of  the  of- 
ficifil  bonds  of  the  clerks  of  the  severnl  courts  of  record  in  this  State, 
and  to  provide  for  the  deposite  and  sate  keeping  said  bonds,  with 
sundry  amendments;  in  which  they  ask  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate;  which  amendments  were  read  and  severally  agreed  to  by 
the  Senate,  and  the  House  of  Commons  informed  thereof  by  mes- 
sage. 

Received  also  a  message  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating 
that  they  huve  pass  d  «Ih'  engroascd  bill  to  allow  the  right  of  chal- 
lenge to  the  Stale  in  c<  i  tain  cases,  with  an  amendment,  to  wit:  strike 
out,  all  the  bill  a»ter  the  word  jurors  in  the  lOth  line,  and  insert  the 
Words  "  provided  the  said  officer  make  his  electiost  to  challeivge  be- 
fore the  juror  is  tendered  to  the  prisoner;  any  law  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding;"  and  the  question  on  agreeing  thereto  was  deter- 
mined in  the  negative,  and  the  House  of  Commons  were  informed 
thereof  by  message. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Spaight,  of  Craven,  ordered  that  David 
Thomson,  the  Senator  from  the  county  of  Johnston,  have  leave  of 
absence  from  the  services  of  the  Senate  for  this  day. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  following  resigna- 
tions, to  wit:  the  resignation  of  Jesse  Barnard,  as  a  justice  of  the 
peace  for  the  county  of  Currituck;  the  resignation  of  U.  M.  G. 
Moore,  as  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  coujity  of  Hyde;  the  re- 
signation  of  Benjamin  Sharpe,  as  Col.  Commandant  of  the  first 
regiment  of  Edgecomh  militia;  the  resignation  of  Nathan  Wright, 
as  Major  of  the  4th  division  and  8th  brigade  of  cavalry;  and  the  re- 
signation of  J.  H.  Hereford,  as  Major  of  the  2nd  regiment  of  Rock- 
ingham county;  which  were  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate. 

The  following  resignations  were  presented,  to  wit:  by  Mr.  Ma- 
thews, the  resignation  of  Thomas  Ni(  holson,  as  Col.  Commandant 
of  the  first  regiment  of  militia  of  Halifax  county;  and  by  Mr.

well, Francis  Young,  William  F.  Kelly  and  John  M.  Smith. 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  Monday  morning,  10  o'clock.

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  instructing  them  to  im^uire  into  the  expediency  of  re- 
pealing so  much  of  the  act  of  1741,  chapter  26,  section  10,  as  relates 
to  the  stealing  or  mismarking  of  any  cattle,  ^c.  by  negro,  Indian, 
or  mulatto  slave,  made  a  report,  which  was  read;  and  the  resolution 
therein  contained,  was  concurred  in  by  the  Senate,  as  follows,  to 
wit:  Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  legislate  on  the  subject  of 
the  aforesaid  resolution. 

Mr.  Fuller  moved  to  reconsider  the  vote  taken  yesterday  on  the 
second  reading  of  the  resolution  in  favor  of  James  Patton,  of  Bun- 
combe county;  and  on  the  question,  will  the  Senate  reconsider  the 
said  vote?  it  passed  in  the  affirmative.  Thereupon,  on  motion  of 
Mr.  Owen,  ordere<l  that  the  said  resolution  do  lie  on  the  table. 

The  engrossed  bill  appointing  commissioners  to  run  and  establish 
the  boundary  line  between  the  counties  of  Bladen  and  Columbus, 
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being  read  thethirtl  time,  Mr.  Owen  moved  to  amend  the  said  bill* 
by  striking  out  the  name  of  Samuel  B.  Andres,  in  the  firth  lin.:  of 
the  first  section,  and  inserting  ui  lieu  thereof,  the  name  of  John 
Lloyd;  which  was  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the 
passage  ot  the  bill,  s  amended,  the  third  time,  and  it  passed  in  the 
affirmative;  and  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  ask- 
ing their  concurrence  in  the  amendment. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  incorporate  the  Cotton  Plant  Steam  Boat 
Company,  in  the  town  of  Fayetteville,  was  read  the  third  time  and 
passed,  and  ordered  tobeerjrolJed. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  tlie  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  ac- 
counts of  the  Treasury  Department,  and  to  amend  and  consolidate 
the  laws  respecting  the  same,  reported  a  bill  to  provide  more  effec- 
tually for  the  representation  of  the  Stuck  of  the  State  held  in  the 
State  Bank  of  North  Carolina;  which  was  read  the  first  lime  and 
passed. 

Mr.  Ward  presented  a  bill  concerning  the  appointment  of  Clerks 
of  the  Superior  Courts,  and  Clerks  and  Masters  in  Equity;  which 
was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  instructing  them  to  inquire  whether  certain  provi- 
sions exist  in  the  laws  relative  to  bastaidy,  reported  a  bill  to  provide 
for  the  maintenance  of  bastards,  when  the  reputed  father  shall  have 
died  before  the  bastard  child  is  sworn  to  him;  which  was  read  the 
first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  L(»ve,  of  Richmond,  presented  the  resignation  of  Thorogood 
Pate,  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  county  of  Richmond;  whicli 
was  read  and  accepted  by  the  Senate,  and  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. 

And  then  the  Senate  adjourned  until  to-morrow,  10  o'clock. 

Wednesday,  December  26,  1827.

Mr.  Di'akc  pr' sente<!  a  bill  to  incorporate  the  Nashville  Male  and 
Female  Academies:  v\hi(h  was  read  the  first  tune  and  passed.

<of  Burke,  beingread  the  second  time,  and  the  question  taken  on  the 
passage  thereof,  it  was  determinetl  in  the  negative, 

Mr.  Owen,  from  the  committee  of  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  relative  to  Miss  Udney  M.  Blakely,  made  a  report 
recommending  that  tlie  appropriation  be  not  withheld.  On  motion 
of  Mr.  Lovdj  of  Haywood,  ordered  that  said  report  do  lie  on  the 
table., 

Mr.  Owen,  from  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  a 
resolution  relative  to  insolvents  and  blank  licenses,  made  a  report^ 
which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was  concur- 
red in  by  the  Senate  as  follows,  to  wit:  llesolved,  that  it  is  inexpedi- 
ent to  legislate  on  either  of  the  subjects  embraced  in  the  resolution 
at  this  time. 

Mr.  Reinhardt  presented  the  petition  of  John  Davis,  of  Lincoln 
county,  praying  the  Legislature  to  place  him  on  the  pension  list. 
Mr.  Shuford  presented  the  petition  of  Thomas  Martin,  of  Ruther- 
ford county,  praying  the  passage  of  a  law  restoring  him  to  credit 
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Xiidercil  that  the  said  petitions  be  reCcn'rd  to  the  committee  of  Fropo- 
•sitions  and  Grievances. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Cotniuons,  a  message,  stating  that 
they  have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  legitiniaie  Duncan  Melvin 
and  others,  of  the  county  of  Bladen,  with  an  amendment;  in  which 
they  ask  the  concufrence  of  the  Setiate;  which  being  i-ead,  was  a- 
greed  to  hy  the  Sejuite,  and  the  House  of  Commons  informed  thereof 
by  message. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pickett,  the  Senate  reconsidered  the  vote  ta- 
ken yesterday  on  one  of  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  House  of 
Commons  in  the  bill  concerning  the  Public  Ti'easurer«  Whereup- 
on, Mr.  Pickett  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
House  of  Commons  in  the  said  bill,  to  wit:  by  striking  out  all  ot 
said  amendn^eiit  between  the  word  «»  bonds,"  in  the  19th  line  of  the 
amendnjents  proposed  to  the  lirst  section  of  said  bill;  which  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  a  message  sent  to  the 
House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concuri'etice  therein 

The  bill  to  incorporate  tlie  Occacock  Navigation  Company  being 
read  the  third  time,   Mr.   Ward    moved  to  amend  the  said  bill  by 
striking  out  in  the  25th  line  of  the  fifth  section  the  word  "  seven," 
and  inserting  the  word  <<  eight."     Mr.  Askew,  of  Bertie,  moved  to 
postj)onc  the  further  consideration  of  the  bill  until  Monday  next;

Mr.  Shuber  moved  to  amend  the  9th  section,  by  adding  thereto  the 
following  words,  to  wit:  '<  unless  the  profits  on   the  capital  stock 
shall  exceed  more  than  6  per  cent.;"  which  amendment  was  not  a 
greed  to.     The  question  then  reciu-red  on  the  amendment  submitted 
by  Mr.  Pickett,  to  strike  out  the  9th  section;  whicii  was  agreed  to. 
The  question  was  thereupon  taken  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  as  ^' 
mended,  the  third  time,  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative;  and  a  mes- 
sage was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their  concurrence 
An  the  amoidments.

Messrs.  Shober, 
M'Eachin  and  Pickett  were  appointed  of  the  committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate,  and  the  resolution  sent  to  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. 

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,

Owen,  fi'om  the  committee  on  Internal  Improvement,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  petition  of  Samuel  Proctor  and  Wiley  M'Pherson, 
for  iiimself  and  the  heirs  of  Hoiloway  Old,  made  a  detailed  report,' 
which  was  read,  when  Mr.  Owen  reported  a  bill  to  revive  and  con- 
tinue in  force  certain  acts  of  Assembly  tlierein  named;  which  was 
read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Pickett,  from  the  Judiciary  committee,  to  whom  was  refer- 
red tlie  resolution  instructing  them  to  inquire  into  the  practicabili- 
ty of  providing  by  law  a  remedy  against  the  usurious  practices 
which  arise  in  the  buying  and  selling  bonds,  notrs,  &c.  made  a  re- 
port; v.'hich  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein  contained  was  con- 
curred in,  as  follows,  to  wit:  Resolved^  That  it  is  inexpedient  to  a- 
mend  the  laws  restraining  the  practice  of  usin-y. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  tlie  report  of  the  joint

lime  and  passed. 

Mr.  llurst  presented  a  bill  imposing  an  additional  tax  on  suits  in  the 
Superior  Courts  of  Law  and  Courts  of  Equity,  and  Courts  of.  Pleas  and 
Quarter  Sessions,  in  the  county  of  Duplin.  Mr.  M'Eachin  presented  a 
bill  for  the  belter  regulation  of  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter  Sessions 
in  the  county  of  Robeson.  Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  presented  a  bill 
to  authorise  the  securities  of  Edward  Griffin,  late  sheriff' of  Martin  coun- 
ty, to  collect  arrearages  of  taxes  for  1825  and  1826.  Mr.  Pickett  pre- 
sented the  fullowing  resolution,  to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  riiblic  Treasurer  pay  to  Ichabod  Wetmore  the  sum  of  fifty 
clollai-s  for  his  services  as  clerk  to  the  committee  of  investigation  of  the  Treasury 
department,  and  that  the  same  be  allowed  in  the  settlement  of  the  Treasm-er's  pub- 
lic account. 

Which  said  bills  and  resolution  were  respectively  read  the  first  time 
and  passed. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  from  the  committee  on  Divorce  and  Alimo- 
ny, to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  sundry  citizens  of  Ashe  coun- 
ty, made  a  report;  which  was  read,  when  Mr.  Williams,  of  Martin,  re- 
ported a  bill  to  secure  to  Jane  Becknall,  of  Ashe  county,  what  property 
she  may  hereafter  acquire;  which  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed. 

Mr.  Scott,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  resolu- 
tion instructing  them  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  amending  the 
bastardy  laws,  made  a  report;  which  was  read,  and  the  resolution  therein 
contained  was  concurred  in,  as  follows,  to  wit:  Resolved,  That  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  change  the  existing  laws  on  the  subject  of  bastardy. 

Mr.  Shober,  from  the  committee  of  Propositions  and  Grievances,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  John  Davis,  of  the  county  of  Lincoln, 
made  a  report,  which  was  read;  and  the  resolution  accompanying  the  said, 
report,  was  read  the  first  time  and  passed,  as  follows,  to  wit:  Resolved, 
That  John  Davis,  of  the  county  of  Lincoln,  be,  and  he  is  hereby  adopted  as 
a  pensmner  of  the  State,  at  the  rate  of  eighty  four  dollars  per  year,  and 
that  the  Treasurer  pay  the  amount  to  him  annually,  as  long  as  he  shall  live, 
or  his  wants  shall  require  it,  upon  an  authenticated  certificate  allowed  to 
him  by  any  court  of  record  in  this  State,  countersigned  by  the  Speakers  of 
both  Houses  of  the  Legislature,  and  that  one  half  of  the  first  annuity, 
which  would  fall  due  twelve  months  hence,  be  paid  to  him  or  his  agent 
at  the  rise  of  the  Legislature. 

Ueccivcd  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  following  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  incorporate 
St.  John's  Lodge,  in  the  county  of  Lenoir;  a  bill  to  regulate  the  sale  of 
land  and  slaves,  so  far  as  respects  the  county  of  Northampton;  a  bill  to 
compel  the  County  Court  of  Nash  to  appoint  a  committee  of  Finance; 
a  bill  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  Countv  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quar- 
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ter  Sessions  in  tiie  county  of  Davidson;  a  bill  prescribin";  the  time  for 
the  sale  of  land  and  slaves  within  Ashe  county;  a  bill  for  the  better  regu- 
lation of  the  towns  of  Newbern  and  Wilmington;  a  bill  (o  encourage  the 
destruction  of  Wolves  within  Ashe  county;  a  bill  to  ann^x  the  village  of 
Drysboro',  in  the  county  <»f  Craven,  to  the  town  of  Newbern;  a  bill 
concerning  the  committee  of  Finance  of  Montgomery  county;  a  bill  to 
incorporate  ErtSeld  Lodge,  No.  88,  in  the  county  of  Halifax;  and  a  bill 
to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1826,  entitled  "  an  act  to  appoint 
commissioners  to  build  a  new  court-house  in  Surry,  and  for  other  purpo- 
ses;" which  bills  were  respectively  read  the  first  time  and  passeil.

The  engrossed  bill  to  repeal  an  act,  passed  in  tfee  year  1826,  entitled 
*' An  act  to  appoint  commissioners  to  build  a  nev/,  court  house  in  Surry^ 
and  for  other  purposes,  being  read  the  second  titee,  Mr.  Dobson  moved 
to  amend  the  said  bill  by  striking  out  "  all  of  the  said  bill"  after  the 
■words  "a  bill,"  and  inserting  the  amendment  by  him  submitted;  which 
amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  read  the  second 
time  and  passed,  and  was  subsequently  read  the  third  time  and  passed; 
and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Commoas,  asking  their  concurrence 
in  the  amendment. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  incorporate  the  Gold  Mining  Company,

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to  ballot 
immediately  for  three  persons  to  represent  the  State  at  the  contemplated 
aaeeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Cape  Fear  Bank,  and  nominating  for

The  bill  making  it  the  duty  of  the  field  officers  of  the  second  regiment 
of  Stokes  county  militia  to  convene  their  regiment  at,  or  vviihina  conve- 
nient distance  of  the  centre  of  their  distict;  and  the  bill  to  revive  and 
continue  in  force  certain  acts  of  Assembly  therein  named;  also  the  en- 
grossed bill  to  alter  the  time  of  holding  the  Court  of  Pleas  and  Quarter 
Sessions  in  the  county  of  Davidson,  were  severally  read  the  third  time 
and  passed^  and  the  two  first  named  bills  were  ordered  to  be  engrossed,, 
and  the  last  named  bill  to  be  enrolled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Wilson,  of  Edgecomb.  Micajah  T.  Hawkins,  the 
Senator  from  the  county  of  Warren,  bad  leave  of  absence  from  the  ser- 
vices of  the  Senate,  from  and  after  yesterday,  for  the  remainder  of  the 
session. 

On  motion  of  Mr,  Nuttall,  James  Howze,  the  Senator  from  the  county 
of  Franklin,  had  leave  of  absence  from  the  services  of  the  Senate,  from 
and  after  this  day  for  the  remainder  of  the  session. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  Messrs* 
Lewis  and  Burris  attend  the  Senate  to  conduct  the  ballot  on  the  part  of 
that  House  for  four  trustees  of  the  University.  Whereupon,  a  message 
was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  naming  Messrs.  Ramsay  and  Ijurney 
the  balloting  committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate. 

The  Senate  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  of  the  whole  House,  Mr, 
Shober  in  the  Chair,  on  the  bill  to  appropriate  six  thousand  two  hundred

amendment  thereto,  to  wit:  to  add  a  second  section  to  the  bill,  as  follows,  to 
wit:  "  Be  it  further  enacted,  that  the  money  appropriated  by  this  act  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  money  set  apart  for  internal  improvement,  as  soon  as  the 
same  may  be  available  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Boaid  of  Internal  Improvements  to  contract,  if  they  can, 
with  some  person  or  persons  to  complete  the  improvement  of  the  navi- 
gation as  heretofore  contemplated,  for  the  aforsaid  sum,  with  the  use  of 
the  Dredging  Machine,  if  such  contract  shall  be  made,  and  the  said 
Board  shall  take  bond  with  ample  security,  payable  to  the  Governor  and 
his  successor  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  same,  and  if  the  con- 
tractor shall  fail  to  complete  said  improvement  agreeable  to  his  contracts, 
then  and  in  that  case  the  Board  shall  contract,  if  they  can,  with  some 
other  person  to  finish  the  work,  and  the  former  contractor  and  his  se- 
curities shall  be  held  liable,  to  pay  such  sum  of  money  as  will  be  necessa- 
ry to  complete  said  navigation;"  and  the  question  being  taken  on  con- 
curing  in  said  amendment,  it  passed  in  the  afilrmative.  The  question 
then  recurred  on  the  passage  of  the  bill,  as  amended,  the  second  time, 
and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative;  and  being  subsequently  read  the  third 
time,  and  the  question  taken  on  the  passage  thereof,  it  was  determined 
in  the  affirmative — Yeas  36,  nays  21.  The  yeas  &  nays  being  demanded 
by  Mr.  Askew,  of  Bertie —

Mr.  Biirney,  from  the  committee  to  contluct  the  ballot  for  four  trus- 
tees of  the  IJniversity,  reported  that  AVitliam  J.  Alex.'Uider,  William 
Robards  and  Nicholas  J.  Drake  were  duly  elected,  and  that  no  other 
person  in  nomination  had  a  majoritj  of  votes;  in  which  report  the  Senate 
concurred. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons  the  report  of  the  joint  select 
committee  on  the  "  woollens  bill,"  endorsed  in  that  House  "  read  and 
•concurred  in." 

The  resolution  relative  to  Taylor's  revisal  being  read  the  second  time, 
Mr.  Pickett  moved  to  amend  the  r«-solution,  by  striking  out  in  the  hisc 
line  thereof,  the  words  "  fifty  cents."  Mr.  Nuttall  moved  theindefinite 
postponement  of  the  resolution,  together  with  the  amendment.  Mr.  Sho- 
ber moved  that  the  resoUnion  lie  on  the  table;  which  was  not  agreed  to„ 
and  the  question  on  the  indefinite  postponement  thereof  being  taken,  it 
was  determined  in  the  affirmative.

Receivetl  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  <o  ballot 
at  the  meeting  of  the  two  Houses  to-morrow  for  a  Brigadier  General  of 
the  second  brigade,  to  supply  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation 
of  GeneralJesse  Speight,  and  nominating  for  the  appointment  Col.  John 
J.Pasteur  and  Thomas  Marshall;  which  proposition  was  agreed  to,  and 
the  House  of  Commons  v/ere  informed  thereof  by  messpge. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  following  engrossed  bills;  in  which  they  ask  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  establish  the  county  of  Macon;  a

serling  "  forty  days;  which  amendment  was  agreed  to,  and  the  bill,  as  a- 
niciidfd,  was  read  the  tiiird  time  and  passed;  and  a  message  was  sent  to 
the  House  of  Cotnmons,  asking  their  concurrence  in  the  amendments. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  exempt  from  certain  public  duties  the  keeper  of 
the  poor  house  in  the  county  of  Stokes,  was  read  the  second  and  third, 
times,  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Pickett, 

liesolved.  That  the  Public  Treasufor  demand  and  receive  of  Benjamin  A.  Barliam  ji 
traiipfci'ol  thirt}'  shares  ol  the  Cnjiital  Slock  of  the  Newbern  Bank,  which  tlie  said  Barham 
sold  to  (ho  late  Treasurer  of  ll.ib  SIhIc;  and  also  the  dividends  due,  or  which  have  been  re- 
ceived by  tlie  said  liarlsam,  niid  not  p:\id  to  the  late  Treasurer  since  the  ])ai'chase. 

JReioIved  further.  That  the  saiii  Treasurer  proceed  to  the  collection  ofall  debts  owingto 
the  Slate,  either  by  judgment,  Ijond,  or  otherwise,  for  the  sale  of  the  public  lands  near  the  citT 
of  Ilaieigh;  and  that  lie  make  a  report  of  the  amount  of  such  debts,  and  the  sum  collected 
therefrom,  to  the  next  Genera!  Asseml)ly. 

Ordered  that  the  said  resolution  be  eniirosscd. 

The  resolution  in  favor  of  John  Duckworth,  was  read  the  second  time 
and  passed. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  communication  from  the  Go- 
vernor, transmitting  to  the  Legislature  the  account  of  Governor  Burton,

Received  tVoiu  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  proposing  to  ballot 
imm.ediately  for  a  trustee  of  the  University,  and  withdrawing  the  names 
of  John  J.  iJanicl,  John  C.  Taylor  and  Alfred  M.  Gatlin;  which  propo- 
sition was  agreed  to,  and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
stating  the  agreement  of  the  Senate,  and  naming  Messrs.  Davenport  and 
M'Neill  to  conduct  the  ballot  on  their  part.  Whereupon,  a  message 
v/as  received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  Messrs.  Scpttand 
Bynum  attend  the  Senate  as  the  balloting  committee  on  the  part*  of  the 
jH()use  of  Commons.

Received  from  the  Ilotasc  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  thej 
have  passed  the  engrossed  h'\\\  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  iTTTt 
entitled  "an  act  to  establish  Courts  of  Law  and  regulate  the  proceed- 
ings therein,  with  sundry  amendments,  in  which  they  ask  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate;  and  the  said  amendments  being  read,  were  several- 
ly concurred  in  by  the  Senate,  and  the  House  of  Commons  were  inform- 
ed thereof  by  message. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  m.essage,  stating  that  they 
have  passed  the  engrossed  bill  to  add  ail  that  part  of  the  second  regiment 
of  the  militia  of  Burke  county,  lying  south  of  the  Catawba  river  in  said 
county,  to  the  first  regiment  with  an  amendment,  in  which  they  ask  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate;  and  the  said  amendment  being  read,  Mr.

Received  from  the  House  of  Common?,  a  message,  stating  that  they 
agree  to  the  amendiaout  made  by  the  Seaate  in  tlie  engruSbcd  bill  to  re- 
peal an  act,  passed  in  the  year  18ii6,  entitled  ''  an  act  to  appoin!  com- 
missioners to  build  a  nevv  court-hiuise  in  Surry,  and  for  other  purposes," 
with  this  exception,  strike  out  the  word  "  commissioners,"  in  the  2d 
line  of  the  2d  section,  and  insert  "  County  Court,  a  majority  of  the  jus- 
tices of  said  county  being  present."  The  'amendn^cnt  being  read,  Mr. 
Dobson  moved  to  amend  the  amendment,  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  the 
2d  section,  o  proviso,  &^  follows,  to  v;it:  "  Provided  nevertheless,  that

proven  and  registered;  and  that  he  furnish  the  persons  appointed  to  superintend  the

That  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  pass  a  law,  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  slaves  into  this 
State.

Mr.  A^kew,  of  Bertie,  moved  tiie  indefinite  postponement  of  the  bill, 
and  the  question  being  taken,  it  was  determined  in  ihe  negative.

The  bill  to  change  the  time  of  holding  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State, 
was  read  the  second  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  en- 
grossed. 

The  engrossed  resolution  in  relation  to  the  Library  room,  was  read  the 
first  time,  and  the  question  being  taken  on  the  passage  thereof,  it  was 
determined  in  the  negative. 

Tlie  engrossed  bill  supplemental  to  an  act,  passed  at  the  present  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  entitled  "an  act  to  alter  an  act,  entitled 
•  an  act  to  amend  the  4th  section  of  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1804," 
was  read  the  second  time  and  passed,  and  being  read  the  third  time,  Mr. 
M'Millan  moved  to  amend  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof,  the  fol-

Whereupon,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Dobson,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons, 
insistins;  on  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  to  the  amendments  pro- 
posed by  that  House  in  the  said  bill,  to  wit:  "  Provided  neverthelefiS  that 
should  the  County  Caurt  fail  at  February  or  May  term  ensuing,  to  point 
OUT  a  site,  then  and  in'that  case  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioMers, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  select  one  agreeable  to  tlie  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  proceed  to  build." 

Received  also  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their 
concurrence  in  the  amendment  made  in  the  Senate  in  the  bill  to  add  that 
part  of  the  2d  regimen^  of  militia  of  Burke  county,  lying  south  of  the 
Catawba  river,  in  said  county,  to  the  first  regiment,  and  the  said  bill  was 
ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  the  recommendation  for  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  for  Johnston  county,  signed  by  one  of  the  members  of 
that  House  from  said  county  Mr.  Thomson  moved  to  strike  out  the 
names  of  Reuben  Hobby  and  Josiah  Adams;  which  was  agreed  to.

passed,  and  ordered  to  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  bill  to  linut  the  appointment  of  Solicitor  General  and  So- 
Tioitors  tdfour  vears,  being  read  the  second  time,  Mr.  Alexander  moved 
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\o  strike  out  from  the  word  "  longer"  in  the  11th  line,  the  remainder  of 
the  bill,  to  wit:  '*  and  tl)at  the  appointments  already  made  shall  continue 
for  four  years  from  the  first  day  of  the  present  sossiun,  and  no  longer;" 
which  was  nol  agreed  to.  The  question  then  recurred  on  the  passagi-  of 
the  bill  the  second  time,  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative;  and  xvas  there- 
upon read  the  third  time  and  passed,  and  ordered  to  be  enrolled.

Mr.  Pick- 
ett moved  to  amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  the  words  after 
the  wor<is  *'  a  bill,"  and  inserting  "  making  the  endorsor  of  bills,  bonds 
and  promissory  notes  surety  for  the  same;"  which  amendment  was  a- 
greed  to,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times 
and  passed,  and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  tlieir 
concurrence  in  the  amendment.  Whereupon  a  message  was  received 
from  that  House,  agreeing  to  the  amendment  of  the  Senate  to  the  said 
bill,  and  it  was  ordered  to  be  enrolled. 

The  engrossed  bill  giving  the  .Superior  Courts  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
all  cases  of  divorce,  was  read  the  second  time.  Mr.  Nuttall  moved  to 
amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  section;  which  amendment  was  a-- 
greed  to,  and  the  bill,  as  amended,  was  read  the  second  and  third  times 
and  passed,  and  a  message  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  asking  their 
concurrence  in  the  amendment;  and  a  message  was  received  from  that 
House,  stating  that  they  do  not  agree  to  the  amendment  proposed  by  the 
Senate  to  the  bill  giving  the  Superior  Courts  of  Law  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  cases  of  divorce.  Whereupon  Mr.  Montgomery  UKived  that 
the  Senate  recede  from  their  amendment,  to  wit;  to  strike  out  the  last: 
|Section  of  the  bill;  which  was  not  agreed  to.  Mr.  Shober  moved  chat 
the  Senate  insist;  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  House  of  Commons  were 
informed  by  message  that  the  Senate  i?isist  on  their  amendment,  to  wit= 
to  strikeout  the  last  section  of  the  said  bill. 

The  engrossed  resolution  in  favor  of  Lav/rcnce  &  Lemay,  was  read  the 
second  time.  Mr.  Owen  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by  striking  out

'rhc  eng;rossed  bill  prescribing  the  manner  in  vvhi(  h  field  offii  ers  and 
general  oilicers  shall  be  recomnu-nded  lo  the  General  Assembly,  was  read 
the  second  time;  and,  on  motion  of  V!r.  Drake,  the  said  bill  was  in<lefi- 
nitely  postponed,  and  the  Flouse  of  Commons  were  informed  thereof  by. 
messrigc. 

Ueceived  from  the  House  of  Commons  the  ftdlowing  engrossed  resolu- 
tions, to  wir:  A  rt^soluiion  authorising  and  directing  the  Secretary  of 
Slate  to  liave  the  well  on  the  public  square  repaired  and  cleaned  out; 
nnd  a  resolution  for  furniture  for  the  Governor's  houst-;  which  wore  read 
the  first,  sec(md  and  third  times  and  passed,  and  ord'ied  to  Oe  enrolled. 

Receivetl  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  im'ssage,  staling  that  they 
have  passed  the  following  engrossed  bills,  to  wit:  A  bill  to  incorporate 
the  North-CiHolina  Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  Deaf  and  Dumb;  .a 
bill  to  compel  the  county  trustee  of  each  county  to  report  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  county  in  the  prosecution  and  punishment  of  insolvent  offen- 
ders; a  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1715.  entitled  "  an  act 
ta  ajipoint  public  registers,  and  to  direct  the  method  to  be  observed  in 
conveying  lands,  goods  and  chattle'^,  and  for  previ-nting  fraudulent  deeds 
iind  mortgages;"  and  a  bill  to  prohibit  vice  and  immorality  at  and  in  ihe 
vicinity  of  the  Universii  v,  and  for  oilier  puiposo;  in  which  they  ask  the 
concurrence  of  tlie  Senate.

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  their  agree- 
ment to  the  amendment  made  by  the  Senate  in  tiie  engrossed  resolution 
in  favor  of  Lawrence  &  Lemay,  and  the  resolution  was  ordered  to  be 
Carolled. 

Received  from  the  House  of  Commons,  a  message,  stating  that  that 
House  insists  on  their  iii>agieement  with  the  amendment  made  by  the 
Senate  in  the  engrossed  bill,  giving  to  the  Superior  Courts  of  Law  excfu- 
sive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  Divorce.  VVIiereupon,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Alexander,  a  message  was  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons,  stating  that  the

Received  from  his  excellency  the  Governor,  by  iiis  Private  Secretary, 
Mr.  Campbell,  the  following  message: 

To  the  Hnnorahle  the  General  Assembly  of  North- Carolina: 

Gextlemf-jt, — The  revolution  of  another  year  has  given  birth  to  no  sensible  va!-iation  in 
eur  political  institutions.  Under  their  unimpairctl  and  continued  usefulness,  you  have  again 
.•assembled  together.  The  general  iiealth  of  our  State,  (iuriiig  tliis  period,  and  ih.e  abundant 
character  of  om-  productions,  are  b'essings  flowing  from  the  Author  of  "  every  good  and 
perfect  gift, "  which  merit  our  grateful  and  unfeiguc'il  thanks. 

This  general  aspect  of  prosperity  is  gloomily  cliequered  with  the  pecuniary  erabarassment. 
so  prevalent  in  our  country-  The  facility  of  borrowing  money  since  the  establishment  ot 
the  Banks,  an  uncontrollable  thirst  of  speculation,  (\\hich  may  be  regarderi  as  its  natuiai 
consequence,)  and  the  depressed  state  of  our  staple  commodities,  are  assigned  by  some,  as 
the  causes  of  tliLs  effect. — The  peculiar  situation  of  our  commerce,  v.hich  enables  the  ad- 
joining States  to  become  either  the  temporary  or  permanent  veccptacies  of  our  circulating 
jnedium,  attended  with  the  vexatious  and  losing  concomitant  of  its  being  under  the  marketa- 
ble value,  and  the  moi-e  recent,  though  perhaps  not  less  burthensome  subject  of  the  Tarifi", 
are  causes  assigned  by  others.  The  want  of  individual  industry  and  economy  have  doulitless 
had  an  extensive  influence.  How  far  any  or  all  of  tliese  causd  come  within  Legislative 
control,  and  what  remedy,  if  any,  should  be  applied,  can  be  decided  by  you  alone.  The  al- 
teration of  the  Tariff,  contemplated  by  the"  V\'ooilens  Bill,"  would,  from  late  circumstan- 
ces, seem  to  invite  peculiar  and  prompt  attention.  In  opposition  to  the  proposed  alteration, 
a  highly  respectable  portion  of  the  talent,  learning  and  experience  of  an  a-ljoining  State  Ii.t; 
been  exerted.  So  completely  identified  are  onr  interests,  situation  and  productions,  that 
what  is  so  interesting  to  them  cannot  surely  he  matter  ofindifference  to  us.  And  the  digni- 
ty and  interest  of  the  State  alike  require  that  N'orth-Carolina  shoulii  not  be  silent. 

To  ereste  and  sustain  within  our  own  State,  one  or  more  commii-cial  depots,  which,  thro' 
lines  of  easy,  direct  and  cheap  intercommunication,  should  connect  the  extremities  of  the 
country  together;  serving  to  keep  the  circulating  medium,  tlie  very  life-blood  of  commerce, 
in  a  continual  and  healtiiy  flow  throughout  our  own  body  politic — liierebv  destroying  that 
injurious  and  unfortunate  dependence  upon  oursi.ster  States,  (one  of  the  principfJ  causes  al- 
luded to  above, )  has  been  the  ardent  wish  and  anxious  dcsirt;  of  every  enlightened  friend  of 
the  State.  In  the  prosecution  fit  this  subject,  much  has  bi'en  attempted,  much  ha^^  heen 
expended,  and  but  little  has  hitherto  been  done.  In  the  conflict  between  the  ];rejr..!ices 
iflturally  flowing  from  sectional  feelings  antl  the.  correct  renson  of  t lie  ease,  the  rngi;rgies  of 
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the  State  liave  been  almost  palsied  and  her  attempis  reiidereil  comparatively  abortive.  I'he 
"waiit  oi' SI  Ktemaiic  aiTaiigeiueiit,  and  the  I'ailureto  select  one  or.moiv  points,  combining  th« 
greatest  vai'ictv  of  interests,  upon  whicii  the  accumulated  energies  ol  the  State  might  have 
been  thrown  with  irresistable  effect,  lias  been  the  sourcL  ot'  almost  total  rum  to  our  system 
of  Internal  Improveiuenls.  \V  ith  tiie  inlonuation  gained  by  an  experience  somewhat 
dearly  jiui'chased,  and  uiiich  must  go  tar  to  deslro}  many  olllie  theories  previously  adopted, 
ve  will  be  enalded  to  progress  more  steadily  and  succcsst'ully.  So  very  lamiliar  lias  this 
tubject  become  to  your  honorable  body  and  tlie  public  at  large,  and  so  frequent  lias  been  its 
iliscussion,  tliat  little  remains  to  be  said  upon  ii,  in  a  general  view.  In  anoilier  communi- 
cation, the  details  of  tlie  progress  made  during  the  past  year,  will  be  presented  to  you. 

Connected  with  tliis  system,  is  a  subject,  iii  which  it  is  expected  every  sincere  friend  of 
his  counti-y  will  lake  a  deep  interest.  1  refer  to  the  draining  and  reclaiming  of  our  swamp 
!in<l  maish  lands.  'I'his  work  lias  iilready  been  commenced,  in  a  manner  highly  creduable 
to  V our  predecessors.  They  authorised  the  lU'ard  of  Internal  Improvements  to  employ 
iiirveyors  to  make  tlie  iiecessarv  exainriiation  o!  certain  swamps,  whose  locality  was  siieciti- 
<;cl,  j)re|)aratory  to  tiie  commencement  of  this  important  work.  Two  gentlemen,  -Mr.  Nash, 
liighly  recommeniled  by  iio\.  Clinton  lor  science  ami  skdl  in  his  pi-otossion,  and  :Vlr.  Bra- 
•.'-ier,  wliose  qualitications  as  a  surveyor  are  w  el!  knoM  n,  have  been  eng.iged  during  the  great- 
er part  of  tiie  past  Summer  and  Tall,  in  making  surveys,  dralting  platts  and  collecting 
tlie  information  re(|uireil.  All  of  vvliich  will  be  eomniULiicated  to  you  more  at  large.  It  is 
sincerely  desin  (I,  that  the  result  of  tlie  imestigation  whicli  you  iiiaj' bestow  upon  tlie  la- 
bours of  ihesi;  gentlemen,  may  be  such  as  to  induce  you  zealously  to  prosecute  this  work, 
tjould  tliese  lands  geuejaily  be  reclaimed,  the  advantages  lesul  ing  to  the  farming  interest  of 
the  Stale,  from  the  addition  of  siich  an  immense  body  ot  arable  lands,  would  be  incalcula- 
ble. To  the  benevolent  and  philanthropic  no  undertaking  could  be  presented  so  acceptable 
;is  one  proposing  to  diminish  the  ([uantuiu  of  human  misoiy,  by  removing  a  fruitful  source 
ofdist^ase,  and  converting  a  curse  into  a  blessing.  To  the  legi.vlator  it  must  be  consoling  to 
know,  that  while  he,  in  this  way,  prevents  the  partial  depopulation  of  his  State,  he  is  at  the 
.same  time  creating  the  most  ample  and  permanent  provision  for  the  education  of  the  poor 
ot  tlie  lising generation.  Did  the  subject  hold  out  no  other  advant.ige,  thi.  of  itself  would 
enlilte  it  to  deep  atlention  and  untiring  exertion.  Toi',  upon  the  education  of  the  genera- 
tion now  growing  u[).  and  those  that  will  come  after,  depends,  in  a  great  measure,  the  con- 
tinuance, in  their  purity,  of  our  happy  ibrms  of  government.  It  is  at  once  the  source  ot 
public  and  private  respectability,  the  spring  of  social  and  individual  happiness. — Yet,  with 
all  t!ie  advantages  whicli  must  inconiestahly  How  from  reclaiming  the  swamp  lands  and  a 
.system  el  free  scIictIs,  they  are  both  in  danger  of  failing,  from  the  lailui'C  ot  the  provision 
ttpon  \\hicli  both  were  measurably  based.  In  their  aid,  the  last  Legislature  authorised  the 
lio:i)d  ol  Internal  Improvements,  and  {he  President  and  Directors  of  the  Literary  fund, 
ie.-,i)(  ctively,  to  raise,  by  way  of  lottery,  !f50,000,  and  allowed  them  to  sell  the  pi'i\ilege. 
\flerafair  experiment  it  lius  been  fouud  impossible  to  jirocure  a  pui'chaser.  Withyou 
it  remains  to  make  such  oilier  and  further  provision,  as  shall  seem  best  calculated  to  attain 
(jbjects  so  desirable.  Whelhertbe  practice  of  some  States,  of  granting  exclusive  privileges 
to  the  purcliascrs  of  lotteries  sold  by  sucli  States,  by  totally  prohibiting  the  sale  of  tickets  in 
■  any  other  lottery,  would  render  the  privilege  oftered  for  sale,  by  this  State,  more  valuable, 
or  whether  any  other  system  can  be  resorted  to,  are  subjects  whicli  may  deservedly  claim 
your  attention. 

In  reference  to  our  .ludiciary,  I  hope  to  be  excused  in  again  calling  the  attention  of  the 
Legislature  to  the  present  mode  of  coni[iensating  prosecuting  officers.  The  puplic  interest 
and  the  due  and  impartial  administration  of  justice  alike  require  that  the  most  efficient  tal- 
ents should  be  secured.  'I'bis  can  only  be  done  by  ofieriiig  such  compensation  as  will  am- 
pis  i.vM  ard  the  toils  and  exertions  of  the  officer.  To  destroy  any  undue  bias,  and  render  the 
administration  of  justice  in  our  Courts  completely  impartial,  this  compensation  should  be 
fixed  and  certain,  and  not  dependentupon  the  issue  of  the  trial.  It  is  a  suliject  of  great  im- 
portance, and  cannot  fail  to  secure  tor  itself  your  serious  consideiMtion. 

l?y  a  resolution  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  the  Executive  was  requested  to  make  ap- 
plication to  the  Hrilish  liovernment,  for  liberty  to  procure  such  materials  as  were  in  their 
possession,  relating  to  the  colonial  history  of  this  State.  In  com|)liance  with  ibis  resolution, 
1  addressed  a  letter  to  .Mr.  Callatin,  through  the  Hon.  (1.  Clay,  who,  with  promptness  am: 
tliat  urbanity  for  u  hicli  he  is  distinguished,  immediately  attendetl  to  it,  and  had  the  commu- 
nication forwarded.  Mr.  iiallalin  gave  the  application  his  zealous  and  efficient  support. 
That  it  was  met  with  great  liberality  of  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  British  authorities,  will  ap- 
pear from  the  follow  ing  extract,  taken  from  Mr.  Gallatin's  letter,  and  the  correspondence 
and  diiiiments  herewith  transmitted:  '■  1  receiverl,  in  ,!une  last,  tlirough  the  department  of 
Slate,  ;',  Kiier  from  the  Governor  of  North-Carolina,  enclosing  a  )-esolution  of  tlie  (general 
Asseniidy  of  that  State,  and  requesting  me,  in  conforiiiil,- theievi'ilh,  ti>ai)nly  to  the  l^ritisli 
Government,  for  leave  to  procure  copies  of  such  d'cuuienls,  in  the  public  offices  liere,  as 
relate  to  the  colonial  liistory  of  North  Caroliua.    I  fou;:d,  in  every  quarter,  the  most  liber;d 
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disposition  on  that  sulijcct.  Not  only  the  leave  was  granted;  but  the  Board  of  Trade  had 
an  index  preijared,  of  all  the  records  that  had  reference  to  the  Province  of  North-Caroli- 
na, in  order  that  the  Stale  might  point  out  those  documents  of  which  copies  should  be 
wanted,  and  I  now  transmit  my  answer  to  the  Governor,  enclosing  the  index  and  other 
papers  relative  to  the  sulijcct."  In  corai)liance  with  an  act  of  the  last  Session,  "  prescrib- 
ing the  mode  of  surveying  and  selling  the  lands  lately  acquired  from  the  Cherokee  In- 
dians," (ion.  Thomas  Love,  ol  Haywood,  and  Col.  C.  1).  Donoho,  ot  Caswell,  were  ap- 
pointed Commissioners,  and  Matlhew  Baird,  Esq.  of  Burke,  the  Principal  Surveyor. 
The  appropriation,  made  by  the  Legislature,  for  this  purpose,  proved  insufficient.  From 
this  cause  and  several  defects  in  the  law,  after  these  gentlemen  had  made  considerable  pro- 
gress in  the  discharge  of  their  several  duties,  it  was  found  necessaiy  to  discontinue  their 
Oporations  and  await  the  determination  of  your  honorable  body.  The  correspondence  upon 
this  and  a  collateral  subject,  together  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  of  State,  who  were 
consulted,  are  herewith  transmitted,  and  respectfully  submitted  to  your  consideration.  In 
comi)lianee  -with  a  I'esolution  of  tlie  same  Session,  in  reference  to  the  fee  simple  held  by 
the  Stale  in  the  Tuscarora  lands,  notice  was  given  in  the  papers  published  in  this  place,  that; 
jiroposals  would  be  received,  by  the  Executive,  for  tlie  purchase  of  said  right.  No  pro* 
posals  have  yet  been  received,  either  from  the  lessees  of  said  lands  or  others.  I  respect- 
fully refer  you  to  the  report  of  Dr.  S.  J.  Baker,  Wm.  R.  Smith  and  Wm.  Britton,  Esqi'S. 
Commissioners  appointed  by  the  resolution,  to  make  an  appraisement  and  the  survey  of  the 
lands,  for  information  on  these  points. 

During  the  last  Summer,  the  unexpected  and  lamented  death  of  Col.  J.  Hawkins,  late 
Comptroller,  a  feithful  and  efficient  officer,  caused  me  to  convene  the  Council  of  State,  who 
advised  the  appointment  of  Jno.  L.  Henderson,  Esq.  of  Salisbury.  With  you  it  remains 
to  make  a  permanent  appointment. 

It  has  also  become  my  painful  duty,  to  announce  to  you  the  death  of  that  excellent  and 
venerable  man,  John  Haywood,  Esq.  late  Treasurer  of  this  State.  To  attempt  to  recount 
his  many  virtues,  would  far  exceed  the  limits  of  this  communication.  His  character  was 
beyond  repi'oach  and  without  a  stain — his  integrity  unquestioned — and  his  reward,  was  the 
unlimited  contideuce  of  his  fellow-citizens,  enjoyed  for  more  than  forty  years.  That 
North-Carolina  had  at  the  head  of  her  Financial  Department  such  an  individual,  was 
justly  her  pride  and  boast.  It  remains  with  you  to  supply  the  vacancy,  which  this  melan- 
choly event  has  occasioned. 

The  resignations  of  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Militia  Officers,  are  herewith  transmitted. 

In  a  few  days,  ray  constitutional  term  of  service  will  terminate.  Permit  me  to  say,  on 
this  occasion,  that  I  shall  ever  cherish,  with  lively  gratitude,  the  continued  confidence  re- 
posed in,  and  the  friendly  indulgence  exercised  towards  me,  on  the  part  of  your  honorable 
body;  and  to  express  a  hope,  that  it  may,  in  some  degree,  have  been  merited  by  a  faithful 
and  concientious  discharge  ot  the  Executive  duties.  If  I  have  failed  in  aught,  it  is  as- 
cribable  to  errors  of  judgment;  for  I  feel  assured  of  having  acted  with  an  "  eye  single"  to 
tiie  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  State.  That  your  exertions  may  be  successfully  direct- 
ed totliebest  interests  of  our  common  country,  is  the  sincere  wish  of.

Gentlemek^, — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  you  certain  resolutions  from 
the  States  of  Maine  and  Connecticut  on  the  subject  of  internal  improvement;  also 
a  communication  from  the  State  of  Ohio,  cm  the  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States. 

I  have  thought  it  necessary  also  to  communicate  a  letter  from  the  State  of  Dela- 
ware, requesting  an  exchange  of  Laws.  The  Laws  of  almost  all  the  States  in  the 
Union,  both  parophiet  and  revisalsj  have  been  received  at  this  Department  for  the 
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tise  of  (lie  State.  For  the  want  of  adequate  provision,  we  have  not  been  able  to  re- 
ciprocate, except  by  an  excliang-e  of  pumphlet  Acts.  It  is  a  subject  which  may  just- 
ly claim  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,

Mr.  Jones,  of  Warren,  from  the  select  committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  duty  of  preparing  and  reporting  Rules  of  Order  for  the  government  of 
this  House,  reported  that  the  comiiiittee  have  had  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration, an(l  recommended  to  the  adoption  of  the  House  the  following 
Rules,  to  wit: 

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  Chair  every  day,  at  tl>€  hour  to  which  the  House 
shall  have  adjourned,  and  shall  immediateiy  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on  the 
appearance  of  a  quorum,  shall  cause  the  Journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. — 
He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by 
tlie  Speaker  without  debate,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House  by  any  member;  in 
wliich  case  the  Speaker  may  deliver  his  opinion  in  preference  to  any  other  member. 
He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting.  Questions  shall  be  dis- 
tinctly put  it.  this  form,  to  wit:  "As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may- 
be) say  Aye;"  and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "As  many  as  are  of  the 
contrary  opinion,  say  No."  If  the  Speaker  doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the 
House  shall  divide:  those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  rise  from  their 
seats,  and  afterwards  those  in  the  negative.  If  the  Speaker  still  doubt,  or  a  count 
be  required,  he  shall  name  two  members,  one  from  each  side,  who  shall  tell  the 
members  in  the  affirmative,  and  report  their  number:  after  which  they  shall  tell  the 
members  in  the  negative,  and  report  their  number;  upon  which  the  Speaker  shall 
rise  and  state  the  decision  to  the  House. 

2.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  In  the  gallery  or  lobby,  the 
Speaker  or  Chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  slxall  have  pov.'er  to  order  the 
same  to  be  cleared. 

3.  In  all  cases  of  ballot  by  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall  vote.  In  other  cases  he 
shall  not  vote,  unless  the  House  be  equally  divided;  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to 
the  minority,  will  make  the  division  equal;  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division,  the 
question  shall  be  lost. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any  matter  to  the 
House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and  respectfully  address  himself  to  the  Speaker. 

5.  If  any  member,  in  speaking,  or  otherwise  shall  transgress  the  rules  of  the 
House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  one  member  may,  call  him  to  order;  in  which 
case  the  member  so  called  to  order,  shall  immediately  take  his  seat,  unless  permit- 
ted to  clear  a  matter  of  fact,  or  to  esplain;  and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  de- 
cide on  the  case,  but  without  debate.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the 
Chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  or= 
der,  he  shall  be  at  liberty  to  proceed;  if  otherwise,,  and  the  case  require  it,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

6.  When  two  or  more  members  riseat  the  same  time,  the  Speaker  shall  name  the 
member  to  speak. 

7.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  leave 
of  the  House. 

8.  Whilst  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the  House^jio  per- 
son shall  speak  or  walk  out,  or  across  the  House;  nor,  when  a  member  is  speaking, 
entertain  private  discourse,  or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

9.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  unless  within  the  bar  of  the  House 
when  the  same  was  stated;  and  the  range  of  pillars  on  the  north  side  of  the  Com- 
mons  Hall  shall  be  considered  the  bar  of  the  House 

10.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question  is  stated,  shaU 
give  hi*  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  shall  excuse  him. 

11.  When  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for  on  any  question,  it  shall  be  on  motion 
before  the  question  is  put,  and,  if  seconded,  the  question  shall  be  decided  by  yeas 
and  nays;  and  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays,  or  on  a  call  of  the  House,  the  names  o* 
the  members  shall  be  taken  alphabetically.

12.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by  the  Speaker;  cr, 
if  written,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,  and  read  by  the  Clerk  before  debated. 

13.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker  or  any  two  members 
desire  it. 

14  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk,  it  shall  be 
4eemed  to  be  m  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  withdrawn  before  a  decision 
or  amendment. 

15.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn, 
to  lie  on  the  table,  postpone  indefinitely,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit 
or  amend:  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  they  stand  ar- 
ranged, 

16.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  the  House  is  vot- 
ing, and  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

17.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question  when  the  same  will  admit 
of  it,  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  Speaker. 

18.  A  motion  for  postponement  or  commitment,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  preclude 
all  amendments  of  the  main  question. 

19.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  bj  a  motion  for  le.ave  or  by  an  order  of  the 
House. 

20.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  in  the  House  previous  to  its 
passage;  but  no  public  bill  shall  be  twice  read  on  the  same  day,  without  special  or- 
der of  the  House. 

21.  No  member  shall,  on  motion,  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  a  public  bill  for  a- 
mendment;  bijt  on  suggestion  made,  that  a  public  bill  ought  to  be  amended,  it  may, 
on  motion,  be  committed;  and  every  public  bill,  on  motion  made  and  seconded 
upon  its  second  reading,  shall  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House, 

22.  A  bill  once  rejected,  another  on  the  same  subject  shall  not  be  brought  in  a- 
gain  this  session;  but  when  a  question  has  been  determined,  either  in  the  affirma- 
tive or  negative,  it  shall  be  m  order  once  only  for  any  member  in  the  majority  to 
move  the  reconsideration  thereof;  provided  it  be  done  o  i  the  same  or  succeeding  day. 

23.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  which  has  been  read  in  the  House, 
and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  member,  it  shall  be  determined  by  a  vote  of  the 
House. 

24.  The  unfinished  business  in  which  the  House  was  last  engaged  at  the  time  of" 
their  adjournment,  shall  have  the  preference  in  the  order  of  the  day;  and  no  motion 
or  other  business  shall  be  received  without  leave  of  the  House. 

25.  rhe  Speaker  shall  direct  and  arrange  the  orders  of  the  day,  until  the  House 
shall  otherwise  order. 

26.  No  member  shall  be  called  upon  for  words  of  heat  spoken  in  the  House,  but 
on  the  day  on  which  they  were  spoken;  and  decency  of  speech  shall  be  observed, 
and  personal  reflections  carefully  avoided. 

27.  Any  twenty  members  (including  the  Speaker)  shall  be  authorised  to  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  members, 

28.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  House  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of 
the  House  without  leave,  unless  from  sickness  or  inability  to  attend. 

29.  Any  member  may  excuse  himself  from  serving  on  any  committee  at  the  time 
of  his  appointment,  if  he  is  a  member  of  two  standing  committees. 

30.  In  the  nomination  of  committees,  no  member  shall  nominate  more  thaa 
one  person  to  be  of  a  committee. 

31.  Select  Committees  shall  consist  of  five  members;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Speaker  to  name  the  members  who  shall  compose  the  committee,  except  oth- 
erwise ordered  by  the  House.  The  first  person  named  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
committee,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  cause  the  members  thereof  to  be  convened 
lyhen  necessary. 

32.  In  forming  the  committee  of  the  whole  House,  the  Speaker  shall  appoint  a 
Chairman,  and  leave  the  Chair. 

33.  The  rules  of  proceeding  in  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  the  committee  of 
the  whole,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  except  in  limiting  the  times  of  speaking. 

34.  Whenever  the  Speaker,  from  fatigue  or  other  causes,  shall  have  occasion  to 
leave  the  Chiar,  he  shall  name  a  member  who  shall  discharge  the  duty  thereof  du- 
ring his  retirement. 
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35.  The  Clerk  of  tlie  House  shall  be  deemed  to  continue  in  office  until  another 
Is  iippoiiiteil. 

i6.  No  standinsj  order  shall  be  recinded  witliout  one  day's  notice  given  of  the 
motion  thereof. 

3/.  Wlien  a  bill  is  introduced  to  repeal  a  public  law,  or  any  part  thereof,  the  law, 
or  part  intended  to  be  re|)ealed,  sliall  be  read  at  each  separate  reading  of  the  bill. 

38.  Six  standing'  connnittees  .shall  be  ap[)ointed  at  the  commencement  of  the 
session,  to  wit:  a  committee  of  Chiims,  a  commiitee  of  Pro]jo.sitions  and  Grievances, 
a  CO nmittee  of  Kducation,  a  committee  of  Agriculture,  a  committee  of  Internal  Im- 
provement, and  a  cominittee  of  Filvileges  and  Electiun.'i. 

39.  A  select  standing  committee,  consisting  of  seven  members,  shall  be  appoint- 
ed at  the  commencement  of  the  session  by  the  Speaker,  and  be  denominated  "the 
Committee  on  the  Judiciary." 

40.  All  bills  of  a  public  nature,  when  ready  for  tlie  second  hearing,  shall  be  noted 
to  be  read  at  least  one  day  previous  thereto;  and  then  shall  be  first  read  i'or  infor- 
mation, and  afterwards  paragraph  by  paragraph,  and  held  open  for  amendment.

The  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1819,  entitled  "an  act

was  read  the  second  time,  and,  on  motion,  indefinitely  postponed.

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A  message  from  the  Senate,  Informing  tliat  they  recede  from  their  a- 
niendment  to  the  bill  giving  the  Superior  Courts  of  Law  exclusive  juris- 
diction in  all  cases  of  divorce.  On  motion,  ordered  that  the  said  bill  be 
enrolled. 

Received  from  the  Senate,  a  resolution  constituting  the  Governor,  Se- 
cretary of  State  and  the  Treasurer  a  Board  to  settle  the  exp^^nses  attend- 
ant the  reception  of  General  Lafayette,  and  make  report  to  the  next  Le- 
gislature. The  resolution  was  read,  concurred  in  and  returned  to  the  Se- 
nate. 

Received  from  the  Senate,  a  resolution  authorising  the  Governor  to 
draw  on  the  Public  Treasurer  for  anv  sum  of  money  as  maybe  necessary 
for  making  surveys  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  late  John  Haywood,  &c. 
&c.  The  said  resolution  was  read,  concurred  in  and  returned  to  the  Se- 
nate. 

Received  from  the  Senate,  the  report  of  the  committee  of  Finance  on 
several  subjects;  which  was  read,  concurred  in  and  returned  to  the  Se- 
nate. 

The  bill  to  amend  an  act,  passed  in  the  year  1826,  entitled  "  an  act 
concerning  the  entry  of  land  in  this  State;"  also  the  bill  to  empower  the 
overseers  of  bridge?  in  the  county  of  Craven  to  make  contracts  for  the 
repairing  or  rebuilding  of  the  same,  and  for  other  purposes;  also  the  bill 
to  prevent  the  importation  of  slaves  into  this  State,  were  severally  read, 
and,  on  motion,  postponed  indefinitely. 

The  report  on  the  petition  of  Robert  liobinson,  of  Mecklenburg  coun- 
ty; also  tlie  report  of  the  committee  on  Divorce  and  Alimony  on  the 
case  of  William  Roberts,  of  Buncombe  county;  also  a  bill  to  establish  the 
district  of  Forsythe  for  the  purpose  of  holding  Courts  of  Pleas  and  Quar- 
ter Sessions  within  the  same;  also  the  report  of  tlie  committee  on  the  pe- 
tition of  Henry  Houston,  of  Mecklenburg  county;  also  the  report  of  the 
committee  of  Claims  on  the  petition  cf  Thomas  Sharpe;  also  the  report 
of  thp  committee  on  the  Judiciary  on  the  bill  to  repeal  the  several  laws 
relative  to  the  inspection  of  produce,  were  severally  read,  and,  on  motion, 
ordered  to  lie  on  the  table  without  day. 

The  bill  concerning  the  number  of  Justices  required  on  the  removal 
of  certain  officers;  also  the  bill  concerning  the  appointment  of  Clerks  of 
the  Superior  Courts  and  Clerks  and  Masters  in  Equity,  were  read,  and, 
on  iTintion,  postponed  indefinitely. 

The  resolution  directing  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvements  to  cau-se 
a  survey  to  be  made  of  a  route  for  a  rail  road  from  some  point  on  the  Yad- 
kin river  above  the  Narrows  to  the  town  of  Fayetteville,  &c.  was  read, 
and,  on  motion,  postponed  indefinitely. 

The  report  on  the  Literary  Fund,  was  read,  and,  on  motion,  unanimous- 
ly rejected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jones,  of  Warren,  ordered  that  a  message  be  sent  to 
the  Senate,  informing  of  the  readiness  of  this  House  to  adjourn  without 
day.
